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FOREWORD 


This  volume  will  deal  with  the  ancestry  of  Alice  Freeman,  Mary  Gye,  Frances 
Deighton  and  Governor  Thomas  Dudley.  These  are  the  ancestors  whose  pedigrees  back 
to  English  nobility  and  royalty  can  be  considered  established  and  are  recognized  by 
competent  genealogists.  Alice  Freeman  is  an  ancestor  of  Donald  Macomber,  and  Mary 
Gye  and  Frances  Deighton  are  ancestors  common  to  Ethel  M.  Jaynes  and  Harriet  F. 
Seaver,  so  that  the  ancestors  of  these  three  are  shared  by  all  the  children  of  Donald 
Macomber.  As  for  Governor  Dudley,  many  of  his  ancestors  are  also  common  to  all  the 
children,  and  it  is  even  conceivable  that  all  are. 

The  format  that  I intend  to  follow  in  this  volume  will  be  essentially  the  same  as  in 
the  other  three,  except  that  here  the  information  available  to  me  concerning  siblings  of 
ancestors  is  much  less  complete  and  is  more  frequently  limited  to  those  children  from 
whom  we  also  descend  or  from  whom  a descent  has  been  claimed.  The  names  of  those 
ancestors  that  I consider  certain  are  presented  in  block  capitals.  The  names  of  those  that 
are  merely  probable  or  possible  are  presented  in  lower  case  letters.  Thus,  I begin  each 
family  with  the  remotest  ancestor  whom  I consider  certain,  but  I add  a word  on  his 
proposed  parents  and  their  ancestry. 

I should  say  a word  about  the  sources  of  my  information,  as  I unfortunately  have 
not  kept  a careful  record  for  each  bit  of  information.  My  first  source  is  Frederick  L.  WEIS, 
Ancestral  Roots  of  Sixty  New  England  Colonists.  This  is  the  work  that  alerted  me  to  the 
fact  that  we  do  have  a solid  claim  on  noble  and  royal  ancestors.  It  presents  the  ancestry  of 
Alice  Freeman,  Frances  Deighton  and  Governor  Thomas  Dudley.  I first  used  one  of  the 
earlier  editions  put  out  by  Weis  himself,  but  that  information  had  to  be  corrected  in  the 
4th  edition  put  out  by  Walter  L.  SHEPPARD,  who  threw  out  the  ancestry  claimed  for 
Griffith  Bowen  and  added  the  ancestry  of  Mary  Gye.  Subsequently,  I also  made  use  of  a 
similar  work  published  by  Frederick  L.  WEIS  and  Arthur  ADAMS  containing  pedigrees 
of  American  (not  just  New  England)  colonists  that  go  back  to  the  Magna  Carta  sureties. 
This  filled  out  an  important  part  of  Frances  Deighton's  ancestry  that  is  rather 
unaccountably  absent  from  Ancestral  Roots.  In  general,  Weis'  work  is  scholarly  and 
sound,  especially  as  revised  by  Sheppard. 

My  next  source  was  an  old  genealogical  work  on  the  nobility  of  France  by  Pere 
Anselme,  who  is  still  cited  by  serious  modern  genealogists,  even  though  it  must  have 
been  published  back  in  the  early  18th  century,  at  least.  It  is  a multi-volume  work  that  I 
chanced  upon  during  my  stay  at  the  Jesuit  school  of  theology  at  Chantilly. 

My  next  secondary  source  was  a four  volume  collection  of  genealogical  tables  of  the 
sovereign  rulers  of  Europe  by  VON  ISENBERG  (Widener  Library  of  Harvard  has  a copy  of 
at  least  the  first  two  volumes,  which  are  the  only  ones  that  are  pertinent).  This,  too,  is  a 
sound  work  that  is  based  on  good  scholarly  sources. 

The  next  source  that  I came  upon,  alas,  was  not  so  sound.  It  is  by  a man  named 
TURTON,  Plantagenet  Ancestry,  or  words  to  that  effect.  Turton  endeavors  to  give  all  of 
the  known  ancestors  of  the  wife  of  King  Henry  VII  Tudor,  who  was  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
King  Edward  IV.  As  it  happens,  the  claimed  ancestors  of  James  Leonard,  ancestor  of 
Harriet  Seaver,  coincide  to  a remarkable  extent  with  this  Plantagenet  ancestry.  Turton' s 
work,  therefore,  opened  ;up  to  me  hundreds  of  interesting  ancestral  lines  that  would 
otherwise  have  been  practically  inaccessible  to  me.  Unfortunately,  too  much  or  Turton’s 
work  is  based  on  sources  which  have  been  shown  to  be  in  error.  In  consequence,  I regard 


as  uncertain  any  pedigree  that  I obtained  from  Turton  unless  it  has  been  confirmed  from 
a more  reliable  source. 

Fortunately,  most  of  Turton's  work  has  been  reworked  and  corrected  by  G. 
Andrews  MORIARTY  in  a multi-volume  manuscript  that  he  bequeathed  to  the  New 
England  Historical  and  Genealogical  Society's  library  in  Boston.  In  addition,  he  also 
bequeathed  to  the  same  library  the  manuscript  of  his  personal  ancestry,  which  includes 
much  on  the  ancestry  of  Alice  Freeman  and  Frances  Deighton  that  is  missing  in  WEIS. 

Another  major  source  has  been  The  Complete  Peerage,  another  multi-volume 
work  that  was  begun  under  the  editorship  of  COCKAYNE.  This  work  gives  a biography 
of  every  person  who  was  entitled  to  be  a member  of  the  House  of  Lords  from  the 
beginnings  of  Parliament  to  recent  times  and  frequently  from  the  Norman  Conquest  as 
well.  This  series  is  the  product  of  the  best  England  has  had  to  offer  in  genealogical 
scholarship.  It  is  a source  on  which  WEIS  and  MORIARTY  have  often  depended. 

Beyond  these,  there  are  numerous  minor  sources  that  I have  chanced  upon,  for 
example,  Burke's  Peerage,  the  Norse  sagas,  the  work  of  BAUMGARTNER  on  Russian 
genealogy,  a work  on  the  genealogy  of  the  Crusader  princes  whose  author's  name  I fail  to 
remember,  STOKVIS,  DU  CANGE,  the  history  of  the  Berkeleys  and  many  works  that  I 
have  consulted  at  one  time  or  another. 

In  what  follows,  I have  drawn  from  WEIS  and  MORIARTY  the  crucial  links 
between  our  American  ancestors  and  English  nobility.  After  that,  I follow  MORIARTY, 
except  where  there  is  question  of  ancestors  who  were  members  of  the  English  peerage,  in 
which  case  I have  frequently  exploited  The  Complete  Peerage.  When  the  ancestry  goes 
back  to  the  European  continent,  I depend,  when  possible,  from  MORIARTY,  but  I have 
also  used  a variety  of  secondary  sources  such  as  VON  ISENBERG,  Pere  ANSELME,  WEIS 
and  even,  hesitantly,  TURTON.

ALENgON,  COUNTS  OF. 

Alen^on  is  a town  of  Normandy.  The  family  should  probably  be  called  de  Creil  or  de  Belleme,  but, 
not  being  able  to  decide  between  the  two,  I choose  the  name  of  the  town  of  which  they  became  counts,  which 
is  sure.

I suspect  that  the  criminal  was  Guillaume  II,  but  it  may  possibly  have  been  his 
grandson,  Guillaume  III  Talvas  de  Montgommery,  an  ancestor,  not  of  Alice  Freeman,  but  of  Frances  Deighton. 
I think  the  information  was  found  in  Pere  Anselme's  genealogical  history  of  the  nobles  of  France.

ALSATIAN  NORDGAU,  COUNTS  OF. 

It  was  from  the  Counts  of  the  Alsatian  (as  distinguished  from  the  Bavarian)  Nordgau  that  the  later 
Dukes  of  Lorraine  descended.  Empress  Maria  Theresa  married  a member  of  this  family,  and  it  is  from  their 
union  that  the  modem  Habsburgs  descend.  Some  have  claimed  that  the  older  Habsburgs  belonged  to  this 
same  family,  whose  possessions  they  did  acquire,  but  genealogists  do  not  accept  the  claim  today.

I Wrachard  [Count  in  the  Nordgau  and  Hameland  in  777/8]).  D.  by  940.  M.  HILDEGARDE  N.  Ugo  was  also 
Count  of  Hohenburg  in  921  and  Advocate  of  the  Monastery  of  Liiden.

It  did  not  include  all  of 
modem  Austria,  but  only  the  eastern  Danube  provinces,  the  part  to  the  west  being  part  of  Bavaria,  and  the 
part  to  the  southeast  comprising  the  Carinthian  and  Styrian  Marks.  Although  so  small  compared  to  modem 
Austria,  the  Ostmark  enjoyed  considerable  importance  in  the  Carolingian  scheme  of  things  because  it 
guarded  the  invasion  route  along  the  Danube.

The  County  of  Barcelona  was  one  of  the  chief  counties  of  the  Mark  of  Septimania  that  protected  the 
Carolingian  Empire  from  the  attacks  of  the  Muslims  in  Spain.  Hence,  the  Counts  of  Barcelona  were 
frequently  Marquesses  or  Margraves  of  Septimania.  Septimania  extended  north  of  the  Pyrenees  into  southern 
France,  so  that  the  cultural  ties  of  the  county  were  more  with  France  than  was  true  of  the  rest  of  Spain.

BURGUNDY,  COUNTS  OF. 
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There  were  three  distinct  jurisdictions  during  the  Middle  Ages  that  bore  the  name  of  Burgundy. 
There  was  the  kingdom  of  Burgundy,  which  was  located  on  the  southwestern  comer  of  the  Holy  Roman 
Empire  and  included  the  provinces  of  Provence,  Dauphine  and  Savoy  in  what  is  now  France  and  the  western 
parts  of  Switzerland.  There  was  also  the  duchy  of  Burgundy  within  the  kingdom  of  France,  and  its  capital 
was  Dijon.  Finally,  there  was  the  county  of  Burgundy  in  the  Holy  Roman  Empire,  with  its  capital,  Besan^on, 
what  would  later  be  called  Franche  Comte.  All  three  areas  were  French-speaking,  but  it  would  take  many 
centuries  before  France  would  finally  extend  its  dominion  beyond  the  duchy  of  Burgundy.  Even  in  the  late 
15th  century,  the  last  duke,  Charles  the  Bold,  would  attempt  to  make  the  duchy  and  the  county, 
amalgamated  with  most  of  the  Netherlands  and  Belgium,  an  independent  kingdom. 

The  family  of  the  counts  of  Burgundy  first  appears  in  Italy.

Carcassonne  is  a walled  city  in  southern  France.  It  was  later  a center  for  the  Albigensians  or 
Cathari,  but  apparently  not  until  a century  after  our  ancestors  were  counts  there.

CAROLINGIAN  FAMILY. 

This  family  was  apparently  an  offshoot  of  a Merovingian  dynasty  that  was  ruling  over  the  Riparian 
Franks  at  Cologne  until  they  were  dispossessed  by  their  cousin,  King  Clovis  I of  the  Salic  Franks.  However, 
their  descendants  succeeded  in  gaining  the  dignity  of  Mayor  of  the  Palace  to  the  descendants  of  Clovis, 
gradually  acquired  the  real  power  and  ultimately  ousted  their  cousins  from  the  royal  dignity. 

BODEGISEL,  Governor  of  Aquitaine.  D.  Carthage,  588,  murdered  while  returning  from  an  embassy  to 
Constantinople.  M.  ODA,  a Suevian.  He  was  the  son  either  of  Bodegisel,  brother  of  St.  Gondulphus,  Bishop 
of  Tongres,  and  Palatina,  dau.  of  Gallus  Magnus,  Bishop  of  Troyes,  or  of  another  brother  of  the  elder 
Bodegisel.  They  were  sons  of  Munderic,  Lord  of  Vitry-en-Perthois,  who  was  slain  by  King  Thierry  I after  he 
had  risen  in  revolt,  son  of  Cloderic  the  Parricide,  last  King  of  the  Riparian  Franks  at  Cologne,  who  was 
murdered  in  509  by  agents  of  King  Clovis  after  he  had  been  encouraged  by  Clovis  to  murder  his  father.  King 
Siegbert  the  Lame,  son  of  King  Childebert,  son  of  King  Clovis  of  the  Riparian  Franks,  who  was  living  in  429. 

St.  ARNULF,  Bishop  of  Metz,  son  of  BODEGISEL  and  ODA.  B.  ca.  13  Aug.,  582.  D.  16  Aug.,  640.  M. 
ca.  596,  DODA  (Clothilde).  Amulf  was  the  Mayor  of  the  Palace  to  King  Dagobert  and  also  his  tutor.  When 
he  was  chosen  Bishop  of  Metz  in  612,  his  wife  entered  a convent  at  Treves  and  became  a nun. 

Duke  ADALGISEL  or  Ansgise,  son  of  ARNULF  and  DODA.  B.  602.  D.  685.  M.  St.  BEGGA,  dau.  of 
PEPIN  of  Landen,  Mayor  of  the  Palace  in  Austrasia.  and  ITTA,  dau.  of  ARNOLD,  Bishop  of  Metz  (son,  it  is 
said,  of  Ansbert  the  Senator)  and  N.  N.  Adalgisel  was  Mayor  of  the  Palace  to  King  Siegbert,  son  of  King 
Dagobert,  in  632.  He  had  the  rank  of  duke,  which  was  not  a hereditary  dignity  at  that  time,  but  was  a 
military  rank,  equivalent  to  general. 

PEPIN  of  Heristal,  Mayor  of  the  Palace  in  Austrasia,  son  of  ADALGISEL  and  BEGGA.  D.  714.  He 
had  a concubine  named  ALPAIS. 
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CHARLES  Martel,  Mayor  of  the  Palace  in  Austrasia,  son  of  PEPIN  and  ALPAIS.  B.  689.  D.  741.  M. 
(1)  ROTRUDE,  dau.  of  St.  LIEVIN,  Bishop  of  Treves.  At  least  2 ch.: 

1)  King  PEPIN  of  the  Franks;  m.  BERTHE  of  Laon. 

2)  Mayor  of  the  Palace  CARLOMAN;  m.  N.,  dau.  of  Alard. 

Charles  defeated  the  Arabs  at  Poitiers  in  732  and  saved  Europe  north  of  the  Pyrenees  from  the  threat  of 
Islam  for  some  six  centuries. 

PEPIN  the  Short,  King  of  the  Franks,  son  of  CHARLES  MARTEL  and  ROTRUDE.  B.  714.  D.  768.  M. 
BERTHE,  dau.  of  Count  CARIBERT  of  Laon  and  N.  N.  He  succeeded  his  father  as  Mayor  of  the  Palace,  but 
deposed  the  last  Merovingian  king  in  751  and  reigned  himself  as  king,  751-768. 

CHARLES  I the  Great,  called  Charlemagne,  Emperor  of  the  West,  son  of  PEPIN  and  BERTHE  of 
Laon.

At  any  rate,  the  authority  on  the  descendants  of  Charlemagne,  BRANDENBURG,  does 
not  recognize  Fredelburg.  Still,  he  is  not  infallible  and  does  not  recognize  Mathilde,  who  is  recognized  by 
other  competent  genealogists.  Louis  reigned  as  Emperor  and  King  of  France,  814-840.

It  was  one  of  the  marks  or 
borderlands  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire.  The  count  in  charge  of  the  mark  was  called  a margrave,  a mark 
count,  and  was  given  special  authority  to  deal  with  any  military  emergencies  that  might  arise.

Even  on  that  sheet  there  is  a question  whether 
Margaret  was  the  daughter  of  Brian  de  Brampton  or  his  father,  Walter.

I would  guess  that  he  was  one  of  the 
pretenders  to  the  English  throne.  Moriarty,  on  the  other  hand,  proposes  that  she  was  a daughter  of  King 
Harald  II,  whom  William  the  Conqueror  defeated,  his  reason  being  that  one  of  Gospatric's  children  was 
tenant  of  Beanley  Manor,  which  had  apparently  been  a royal  manor  under  the  Anglo-Saxon  kings.

M.  JULIANA,  dau.  of 
GOSPATRIC  II,  Earl  of  Dunbar  (cf.  MACCRINAN  family),  and  SIBYL  MOREL.  Ralph  was  baron  of 
Morpeth  Castle.  He  founded  Newminster  Abbey. 

ROGER  DE  MERLAY,  baron  of  Morpeth,  son  of  RALPH  and  JULIANA  of  DUNBAR.  B.  ca.  1145.  D. 
1188.  M.  ALICE,  dau.  and  coheir  of  ROGER  DE  STUTEVILLE  and  N.  N.  He  was  a powerful  landholder,  his 
holdings  including  Morpeth,  Algham,  Heppicotes  and  Shylyngton. 

AGNES  DE  MERLAY,  dau.  of  ROGER  DE  MERLAY  and  ALICE  DE  STUTEVILLE.  M.  RICHARD  II, 
son  of  RICHARD  GOBION  I and  BEATRICE  DE  LUCELLES,  and  had  HUGH  GOBION  III,  father  of  JOAN 
GOBION,  mother  of  JOHN  DE  MORTEYN  III,  father  of  LUCY  DE  MORTEYN,  mother  of  THOMAS 
GIFFARD  I,  father  of  ROGER  GIFFARD,  father  of  THOMAS  GIFFARD  II,  father  of  JOHN  GIFFARD  IV, 
father  of  THOMAS  GIFFARD  III,  father  of  AMY  GIFFARD,  mother  of  SUSANNA  SAMWELL,  mother  of 
EDWARD  EDWARDS,  father  of  MARGARET  EDWARDS,  mother  of  ALICE  FREEMAN. 


MILLERES  FAMILY. 

They  were  lords  of  Overton  Manor,  co.  Northampton. 

HUMPHREY  DE  MILLERES  of  Overton,  perhaps  son  of  Hugh,  son  of  William  de  Milleres,  who 
occurs  in  1107.  D.  ca.  1189.  M.  MATILDA  N.  Humphrey  was  a benefactor  of  Wymondham  Priory.  His  name 
occurs  in  1162.

ROGER  DE  MISSENDEN  III  of  Culworth,  etc.,  son  of  ROGER  II  and  JULIANA  N.  D.  by  24  June,  1331.

ROGER  DE  MISSENDEN  IV  of  Culworth,  etc.,  son  of  ROGER  III  and  N.  N.  B.  by  1290.  D.  by  1360.

MONTFORT-AMAURY,  LORDS  OF. 

Montfort  was  a castle  in  northern  France,  fairly  close  to  Paris.  Among  the  later  lords  of  the  castle 
were  the  Simon  de  Montfort  who  led  the  crusade  against  the  Albigensians  in  southern  France  and  another 
Simon  who,  as  Earl  of  Leicester,  led  the  barons  in  revolt  against  King  Henry  III  and  was  defeated  by  Edward 

1 at  Evesham. 

AMAURY  DE  MONTFORT  II,  Sieur  de  Montfort  and  Espemon,  supposed  to  have  been  the  son  of  a 
certain  Guillaume  de  Haynaut  (m.  the  heiress  of  Montfort  and  Espemon),  son  of  a Count  Amaury  from 
Hainaut  (m.  a dau.  of  Count  Isaac  of  Cambrai  by  a dau.  of  Count  Raoul  of  Cambrai,  supposed  to  be  a son  of 
Count  Baldwin  I of  Flanders  and  Judith  of  France).

MONTGOMMERY  FAMILY. 

This  family  was  originally  French,  as  can  be  seen  from  the  prefix  Mont-,  and  Norman  in  particular.  I 
take  it  that  Montgommery  is  the  name  of  a castle  in  the  Calvados  district  of  Normandy. 

ROGER,  Sieur  DE  MONTGOMMERY  in  Calvados,  Viscount  of  Hiesmes,  probably  son  of  Sieur  Hugues 
de  Montgommery  (said  by  TURTON  to  be  son  of  Sieur  Roger,  son  of  another  Sieur  Roger  de  Montgommery; 
however,  a book  I once  found  on  the  Montgomery  family,  B.  G.  DE  MONTGOMERY,  Origin  and  History  of  the 
Montgomerys,  says  that  Hugh  [Hugues]  was  the  son  of  William,  son  of  Gormeric  [for  whom  Montgommery  was 
so  named;  he  was  the  father  of  Bernard  the  Dane,  a significant  figure  in  early  Norman  history],  son  of  Ingvar 
[d.  872],  son  of  King  Ragnar  Lodbrok  of  Denmark)  and  N.  N.  M.  JOSSELINE,  probably  dau.  of  Sieur  Thorold 
de  Pontaudemer  (m.  Sunfrie,  sis.  of  Duchess  Gunnora,  wife  of  Duke  Richard  I of  Normandy),  son  of  Torf  the 
Rich,  supposed  to  be  son  of  Bernard  the  Dane,  son  of  Gormeric,  son  of  Ingvar,  son  of  King  Ragnar  Lodbrok,  son 
of  King  Halfdan,  son  of  King  Sigurd  Ring,  son  of  Randver,  son  of  Radbart,  son  of  Skira,  son  of  Ingvar,  King  of 
Estonia  and  Ingria,  son  of  Osten,  son  of  Adils,  son  of  Ottar,  son  of  Innsten,  son  of  Alf,  son  of  Ulf  or  Uffe,  son  of 
Vaermund  or  Faramund  [kidnapped  the  wife  of  the  Frankish  King  Clodio,  a dau.  of  Marcomir,  and  had  by 
her  Merovech  or  Merovaeus,  ancestor  of  King  Clovis],  son  of  Sigear  or  Sigge,  son  of  Vegdegg  or  Vecta,  son  of 
Woden  or  Odin. 

ROGER  DE  MONTGOMMERY,  Earl  of  Shrewsbury  and  Arundel  (which  I take  to  mean  that  he  was 
the  Palatine  Earl  of  Shrewsbury  on  the  Welsh  frontier  and  was  also  lord  of  the  important  Arundel  Castle), 
son  of  Sieur  ROGER  and  JOSSELINE  (de  Pontaudemer).  D.  27  July,  1094.  M.  (1)  btw.  1050  and  1054,  Countess 
MABILLE  (d.  2 Dec.,  1079),  dau.  and  heir  of  Count  GUILLAUME  II  DE  BELLEME  of  Alenqon  and 
HILDEBURGE.  At  least  5 ch.: 

1)  Count  Robert  of  Alen^on;  m.  Countess  Agnes  of  Ponthieu.

(Plantagenet),  mother  of  MARGARET  of  North  Wales,  mother  of  MAUD  DE  CLIFFORD,  mother  of

D.  ca.  1186.  M.  N.  N.  He  was  a benefactor  of  Sempringham  Abbey.  He  doubtlessly  descended  from  Robert  de 
Morteyn,  who  held  Cossale  and  Wollerton  and  was  a benefactor  of  Lenton  Abbey  ca.  1105. 
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EUSTACE  DE  MORTEYN  of  Cossale  and  Wollerton,  son  of  ADAM  and  N.  N.  D.  by  1 Mar.,  1223.  M. 
HILLARIA,  dau.  of  HUGH  SALVAIN  of  Dunsby  or  Donnesby  Manor,  co.  Lincoln.  Eustace  also  held 
Tillsworth  Manor,  co.  Bedford.  He  revolted  against  King  John,  but  was  captured. 

WILLIAM  DE  MORTEYN,  son  of  EUSTACE  and  HILLARIA  SALVAIN.  D.  by  1242/3.  M.  N.  N.,  who 
may  have  been  the  heiress  of  the  Manor  of  Baudindon  St.  Lawrence.  William  occurs  as  a landholder  in 
Bedfordshire  in  1216,  when  he  was  appointed  Sheriff  of  Bedfordshire  and  Oxfordshire. 

JOHN  DE  MORTEYN  I of  Tillsworth,  son  of  WILLIAM  (or  possibly  of  his  brother,  John)  and  N.  N.

M.  Count  HERBERT  I,  son  of  Count  PEPIN  of 
Vermandois  and  N.  N.,  and  had  Count  HERBERT  II  of  Vermandois,  father  of  LIEGARDE  of  Vermandois, 
mother  of  EMME  of  Blois,  mother  of  Count  GUILLAUME  III  of  Poitou,  father  of  Count  GUILLAUME  VI  of

MUNSTER,  KINGS  OF. 

Munster  included  southern  and  southwestern  Ireland.  I have  two  pedigrees  of  the  earlier  kings 
which  apparently  derive  from  different  sources,  although  I have  them  from  the  same  secondary  source, 
Turton's  Plantagenet  Ancestry.  The  fact  that  two  names,  Aodh  and  Conal,  occur  in  both  pedigrees  in  a 
father-son  relationship  and  that  the  death  dates  assigned  to  them  occur  within  a close  range  makes  me 
suspicious  that  we  have  to  deal  with  two  versions  of  the  same  pedigree,  which  would  mean  that  one  or  both 
would  have  to  be  judged  unreliable.  It  is  probably  significant  that  Professor  David  M.  Kelley,  who  has 
attempted  a serious  historical  criticism  of  the  sources  for  the  pedigree  of  the  Kings  of  Leinster,  apparently 
did  not  succeed  in  doing  the  same  for  the  Kings  of  Munster.  At  least,  the  Moriarty  manuscript,  which 
depends  on  Kelley's  work,  only  gives  the  later  kings.

Hrolf,  with  his  Viking  warriors,  seized  the  mouth  of  the  Seine  and  resisted  all  attempts  by  the  Carolingian 
rulers  of  France  to  dislodge  him.  When  it  became  evident  that  they  were  not  going  to  get  rid  of  the  Norse, 
the  French  rulers  decided  to  legitimize  the  situation  by  giving  the  Norse  chief  the  title  and  authority  of  a 
duke.  Counts  and  dukes  were  originally  military  ranks  that  corresponded  roughly  to  colonel  and  general.  In 
the  Roman  scheme  of  things,  of  course,  these  ranks  were  not  hereditary,  but  they  did  frequently  involve  civil 
jurisdiction  over  a geographical  area.  Only  in  the  declining  years  of  the  Carolingian  Empire,  the  counts  and 
dukes,  especially  in  France,  forced  the  weak  rulers  to  make  their  titles  hereditary.  By  the  time  Hrolf  was 
recognized  as  Duke  of  Normandy,  the  hereditary  system  of  succession  had  prevailed.  One  important  feature 
of  the  invasion  was  that  the  Norse,  like  Hrolf  their  chief,  generally  took  French  wives,  and  their  children 
learned  and  spoke  French.  They  rapidly  assimilated  Gallo-Roman  culture  and  gave  it  new  vigor  as  Norman 
culture.  From  Normandy  the  Normans  would  subsequently  go  on  to  conquer  England,  Wales,  parts  of  Ireland 
and  Scotland  and  Sicily.  They  were  certainly  an  important  part  of  the  Crusader  armies  that  would  conquer 
Palestine  and  parts  of  Syria.

Usually  during  the  Middle  Ages,  conquests  were  legitimized  by  a marriage  between  the  heiress  of  the 
conquered  ruler  and  the  new  conqueror.  This  did  not  occur  with  William  the  Conqueror,  who  was  already 
married  to  the  daughter  of  his  ally.  Count  Baldwin.  William's  claim  to  the  English  throne  was  altogether 
specious.  One  of  King  Aethelred  II  the  Unready’s  wives  was  Emme,  dau.  of  Duke  Richard  I and  Gunnora. 
She  became  the  mother  of  King  Edward  II  the  Confessor,  who  died  without  children.  On  the  other  hand. 
King  Harald  II,  who  succeeded  Edward  the  Confessor,  was  at  best  an  extremely  remote  cousin  and  had  no 
right  to  the  throne  from  the  Norman  point  of  view.

Matilda,  who  always  styled  herself  "empress,"  was  an  active  claimant  to  the  English  throne.  She 
was  undoubtedly  the  heiress  of  her  father  according  to  Norman  custom,  and  she  fought  for  years  to  vindicate 
her  rights,  but  she  was  unsuccessful  for  the  most  part.  Her  haughtiness  clearly  did  not  help  in  gaining 
adherents  to  her  cause.  Ultimately  her  rival,  King  Stephen,  who  was  Count  of  Blois,  was  able  to  maintain 
himself  on  the  throne  until  he  died.  Stephen's  heir  apparently  was  without  support  in  England,  and 
Matilda's  son,  Henry  II,  finally  succeeded.

M.  1070,  JUDITH,  dau.  of  Count  LAMBERT  of  Lens  and  Countess  ADELAIDE  of 
Aumale  (a  uterine  sister  of  King  William  the  Conqueror).  Because  his  wife  was  a niece  of  King  William,  he 
was  allowed  to  keep  the  earldom  after  the  Conquest,  but  he  revolted  against  William,  was  defeated  and 
beheaded.  Northumberland,  because  of  its  proximity  to  the  Scottish  boarder,  was  one  of  the  palatine 
counties,  and  its  earl  had  real  power,  analogous  to  that  of  the  sovereign  counts  of  France  and  Germany.  B y 
contrast,  most  of  the  earldoms  of  Norman  and  Plantagenet  England  conferred  a mere  precedence  of  honor.

PLANTAGENET  FAMILY. 

This  family  is  said  to  have  been  a cadet  branch  of  the  same  family  that  produced  the  Capetian 
Kings  of  France.  Plantagenet  was  the  nickname  of  Geoffrey  Plantagenet,  Count  of  Anjou  in  France,  who 
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married  Matilda,  daughter  and  heiress  of  King  Henry  I of  England.  For  a time,  they  ruled  over  half  of 
France,  until  they  were  outsmarted  by  King  Philip  Augustus. 

AUBRI  I,  probably  grandson  of  Bouchard  (d.  836;  served  as  prefect  of  the  royal  hunt;  son  of  Aubri  the 
Burgundian,  Count  of  Fezensac,  perhaps  son  of  Bouchard,  imperial  legate  to  Corsica  [d.811],  son  of  Count 
Warin  of  the  Thurgau,  thought  to  be  son  of  Count  Robert  of  the  Wormsgau,  ancestor  of  the  Capetian  kings  of 
France).  M.  N.  N.  Aubri  is  called  "Dux"  in  the  records  in  886,  i.e.  duke,  which  was  a military  rank, 
equivalent  to  general.  His  rank  is  not  known  to  have  been  tied  to  a particular  territory.  I would  guess  that 
his  father's  name  was  probably  Geoffroi,  judging  from  the  consistent  alternation  of  the  names  Geoffroi  and 
Aubri.  It  was  a widely  observed  custom  throughout  the  Middle  Ages  that  the  first  bom  son  should  be  named 
for  the  grandfather.

John  only  salvaged  Aquitaine  out  of  the 
disaster.  John's  greed  in  England  and  his  arbitrary  treatment  of  the  barons  (among  other  crimes,  he  starved 
two  of  our  ancestors,  William  de  Braose  and  his  mother,  to  death)  alienated  them  and  led  them  to  force  from 
him  the  famous  Magna  Carta).

POITOU,  COUNTS  OF. 

The  Counts  of  Poitou  became  Dukes  of  Aquitaine,  giving  them  suzerainty  over  a vast  area  of 
southwestern  France.  They  died  out  in  the  male  line,  leaving  their  territories  to  their  heiress,  Eleanor  of 
Aquitaine.  She  first  married  King  Louis  VII  of  France,  but  they  did  not  get  on  well  together  and  he  divorced 
her!  She  then  married  King  Henry  II  of  England,  who  was  already  Duke  of  Normandy  and  Count  of  Anjou 
and  Maine.  Since  she  had  no  male  heir  by  Louis  VII,  all  of  Aquitaine  ultimately  ended  up  as  the  domain  of 
Henry,  who  thus  controlled  more  of  France  than  King  Louis.  This  was  the  real  reason  why  Louis'  son.  King 
Philippe  II  conspired  against  Henry's  son.  King  Richard  I Coeur  de  Lion,  and  why  he  was  so  quick  to  take 
advantage  of  the  crime  of  Richard's  brother.  King  John,  to  dispossess  him  of  such  a large  part  of  his 
inheritance.

Apparently  three  of  his  sons  became  Counts  of  Poitou  in  succession,  and  each  took  the  name  Guillaume. 
Understandably  this  has  led  to  considerable  confusion.

Eleanor  not  only  got  on  so  poorly  with  her  first  husband  that  he  divorced  her  and  imperilled  the 
welfare  of  France  for  the  next  350  years,  but  she  also  got  on  badly  with  her  second  husband,  to  the  extent  that 
she  conspired  against  him  with  her  sons.  Among  her  children  King  John  was  her  favorite,  which  may 
possibly  explain  some  of  his  less  desirable  qualities.  I note  that  she  was  first  married  at  the  age  of  14.  She 
must  have  been  married  to  King  Louis  for  nearly  15  years,  yet  apparently  only  had  a daughter  by  him.  By 
her  second  husband,  on  the  other  hand,  she  had  at  least  four  sons  and  a daughter.  King  Louis,  for  his  part, 
though  he  was  unfruitful  with  Eleanor,  did  manage  to  beget  offspring  by  his  other  wives.

SAXONY,  DUKES  OF  (HOUSE  OF  BILLUNG). 

In  medieval  Germany  the  office  of  duke  was  not  strictly  hereditary.  However,  it  was  normal  for  the 
most  powerful  nobleman  of  the  duchy  to  be  chosen,  and,  since  the  land  and  castles  that  formed  the  basis  for 
power  were  transmitted  by  inheritance,  there  was  a tendency  to  limit  the  succession  to  one  or  more  of  the 
principal  families.  In  the  case  of  Saxony,  most  of  the  early  dukes  came  from  two  families,  the  family  of 
Henry  the  Fowler  and  that  of  Hermann  Billung.  The  former  family  early  on  attained  to  the  dignity  of  Holy 
Roman  Emperor,  whereas  the  latter  did  not.

SCOTS,  KINGS  OF. 

They  were  originally  Kings  of  the  Dalriad  Scots  in  Ireland.  They  established  themselves  in  the 
Scottish  Highlands,  and  from  there  they  succeeded  in  uniting  all  of  Scotland. 

ERCC,  King  of  the  Dalriad  Scots  in  Northern  Ireland.  D.  474.  M.  N.  N.  He  is  called  the  son  of 
Eochaid  Munrever,  son  of  Angus,  both  Kings  of  the  Dalriad  Scots.  Angus,  in  turn,  is  supposed  to  descend  from 
one  Conaire,  who  married  a daughter  of  King  Conn  of  the  Hundred  Battles.  The  pedigree,  as  I have  it, 
however,  begins  with  Ercc,  perhaps  because  there  is  no  independent  confirmation  for  his  father.  Ercc's 
mother,  Erca  (?),  is  said  to  have  been  a daughter  of  King  Loam  Mor,  son  of  King  Ercc  of  Lom;  by  her  first 
husband,  High  King  Nial  I of  Ireland,  she  was  the  ancestress  of  the  O'Neils,  Kings  of  Tyrone. 

FERGUS,  King  of  the  Dalriad  Scots,  son  of  ERCC  and  N.  N.  D.  ca.  501.  M.  N.  N.  He  reigned  for 
three  years,  ca.  498-501,  in  succession  to  his  brother  Loam.  He  it  was  who  led  the  Scots  into  Scotland, 
establishing  them  in  Argyll. 

DOMANGART.  King  of  the  Dalriad  Scots,  son  of  FERGUS  and  N.  N.  M.  FEDELM  FOLTCHAIN, 
dau.  of  BRION,  an  Irish  chieftain,  and  N.  N.  Brion  was  a son  of  EOCHAID  MUGMEDON  and  a half- 
brother  of  the  famous  Niall  of  the  Nine  Hostages  (progenitor,  I believe,  of  the  O'Neil  clan).  Domangart 
himself  reigned  only  briefly  after  his  father's  death. 

GABRAN,  King  of  the  Dalriad  Scots,  son  of  DOMANGART  and  FEDELM  FOLTCHAIN.  He  occurs  in 
Welsh  sources,  according  to  which  he  married  Lleian,  dau.  of  Brychan,  ruler  of  Brecknock,  but  Welsh  sources 
do  not  seem  to  be  very  reliable.  The  Welsh  say  that  his  father  was  Dyfnwal  Hen  and  was  descended  from 
Ceretic  Guletic,  supposed  to  have  been  an  important  ruler  in  northern  Britain. 

AEDAN  of  Aidan,  King  of  the  Dalriad  Scots,  son  of  GABRAN  and  N.  N.  (or  Lleian,  if  you  believe 
the  Welsh).  D.  ca.  608.  M.  N.  N.  He  reigned  ca.  571-608.  He  is  mentioned  in  the  life  of  St.  Columba.  The 
Welsh  call  him  and  his  father  "treacherous." 

EOCHU  (or  Eochaid)  BUIDE,  King  of  the  Dalriad  Scots.  D.  ca.  630.  M.  N.  N.  He  reigned  ca.  608- 
630.  He,  too,  occurs  in  the  life  of  St.  Columba.  He  is  called  King  of  the  Piets. 

DOMNALL  BRECC,  King  of  the  Dalriad  Scots,  son  of  EOCHU  BUIDE  and  N.  N.  D.  ca.  642,  killed  in 
the  Battle  of  Strathcarron.  M.  N.  N.  He  is  the  last  Dalriad  king  that  occurs  in  Welsh  sources. 

DOMANGART,  son  of  DOMNALL  BRECC  and  N.  N.  M.  N.  N.  He,  alone  of  this  line,  did  not  reign 
over  the  Scots. 

EOCHAID  I,  King  of  the  Dalriad  Scots,  son  of  DOMANGART  and  N.  N.  D.  ca.  697.  M.  N.  N. 
Reigned  ca.  694-697.  He,  like  so  many  of  this  line,  was  killed.  One  source  I have  encountered  somewhere 
says  that  he  married  Spondana,  daughter  of  King  Gamard  of  the  Piets,  who  was  the  son  of  one  Domnall  and 
a daughter  of  King  Eanfrith  of  Bernicia  (an  Anglo-Saxon  kingdom),  son  of  King  Ethelfrith,  son  of  King 
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Ethelic,  son  of  King  Ida,  son  of  Eoppa,  son  of  Esa,  son  of  Ingui,  son  of  Angewit,  son  of  Aloe,  son  of  Benoc,  son  of 
Brond,  son  of  Baeldeg,  son  of  the  legendary  Odin,  who  was  deified.  The  mother  of  King  Eanfrith  of  Bernicia 
is  supposed  to  have  been  Occa  or  Acha  daughter  of  King  Aelle  or  Ella  of  Deira  (another  Anglo-Saxon 
kingdom),  son  of  Yffe,  son  of  Uxfrea,  son  of  Wilgils,  son  of  Westerfalcna,  son  of  Saefugl,  son  of  Saebald,  son  of 
Sigegert,  son  of  Swebdaeg,  son  of  Sigegar,  son  of  Waegdag,  son  of  the  same  legendary  Odin. 

EOCHAID  II,  King  of  the  Dalriad  Scots,  son  of  EOCHAID  I & N.  N.  M.  N.  N.  He  reigned  ca.  721-733. 

AED  FIND,  King  of  the  Dalriad  Scots,  son  of  EOCHAID  II  & N.  N.  M.  N.  N.  He  reigned  ca.  748-778. 

EOCHAID  III,  "the  Poisonous,"  King  of  the  Dalriad  Scots,  son  of  AED  FIND  and  N.N.  M.  N.  N.  His 
reign  began  in  781.  According  to  the  Moriarty  manuscript,  Eochaid  married  Fergusa,  daughter  of  King  Fergus 
of  the  Dalriads,  a brother  of  King  Aed  Find.  Fergusa's  mother  was  a daughter  of  King  Feredach  Wroid  of 
Lorn,  son  of  King  Selbach,  son  of  King  Ferchar  Fota,  a descendant  of  the  King  Loam  whose  daughter  married 
King  Eochaid  Munrever  of  the  Dalriad  Scots.  King  Feredach  Wroid's  wife  was  Fland,  daughter  of  King 
Eochaid  I by  a different  wife  from  Spondana,  supposed  mother  of  King  Eochaid  II.  This  other  wife  was  a 
daughter  of  one  Ainftech  and  a daughter  of  King  Beli  of  Strathclyde,  son  of  King  Nechtan,  son  of  Gwyddno 
Garantur  (who  married  a Pictish  wife,  Irv),  son  of  Cawrdar,  son  of  Dyfnal  Hen,  Lord  of  Annandale,  son  of 
Lord  Cinwit,  son  of  King  Coroticus  of  Strathclyde.

It  apparently  not  only  included  the  lands  regained  from  Islam  south  of 
the  Pyrenees,  but  also  extended  into  southern  France,  for  several  of  the  Counts  of  Toulouse  were  also 
Marquesses  of  Gothie  or  Septimania.

Spoleto  would  have 
been  the  southernmost  margravate,  bordering  on  the  Papal  States.

SIBYL  N.  Roald  occurs  in  the  records  in  1211.

Alan  fitz  Roald  must  have  been  a mature  man  in  1158,  when  he  was  entrusted  with  the 
responsibility  of  being  constable  of  the  important  castle  of  Richmond.  Therefore  his  first  bom  son,  Roald  fitz 
Alan,  can  scarcely  have  been  bom  much  after  1165.  But  Roald's  heiress  married  a man  who  is  supposed  to 
have  been  bom  in  1236!

by  1266.  M.  PRUDENCE,  dau.  of  unidentified  landowners  at  Temple  Grafton,  co.  Warwick. 

SIMON  DE  THROCKMORTON  of  Throckmorton,  son  of  ROBERT  and  PRUDENCE  N.  B.  ca.  1243.  D. 
after  1307.  M.  ISABEL,  sister  of  Philip  DE  DONNISBY. 

ROBERT  DE  THROCKMORTON  II  of  Throckmorton,  son  of  SIMON  and  ISABEL  DE  DONNISBY.  B. 
ca.  1275.  D.  soon  after  1334.  M.  1296  JOAN,  dau.  RICHARD  DE  WESTON  of  Wykewan  and  JOAN  N. 

GILES  DE  THROCKMORTON  of  Throckmorton,  son  of  ROBERT  II  and  JOAN  DE  WESTON.  B.  ca. 
1300.  D.  after  1347.  M.  before  1341,  AGNES  N. 

ROBERT  DE  THROCKMORTON  III  of  Throckmorton,  son  of  GILES  and  AGNES  N.  B.  ca.  1322.  D.

THORNDON.  He  served  as  constable  of  Elmley  Castle  in  1404/5  and  as  member  of  Parliament  for 
Worcestershire  in  1401. 

Sir  JOHN  THROCKMORTON  of  Throckmorton,  son  of  THOMAS  and  AGNES  DE  BESFORD.  B.  ca. 
1382.  D.  12  or  15  Apr.,  1445.  M.  1410,  ELEANOR,  dau.  and  coheir  of  GUY  SPINNEY  of  Coughton,  co. 
Warwick,  and  KATHERINE,  whose  surname  was  perhaps  de  Wyke.  Through  his  wife  John  acquired 
Coughton.  He  served  as  Chamberlain  of  the  Exchequer  and  Under  Treasurer  of  England  in  1440.  He  also 
served  as  member  of  Parliament  for  Worcestershire  in  1414,  1422  and  1432. 

AGNES  THROCKMORTON,  dau.  of  JOHN  and  ELEANOR  SPINNEY.  B.  ca.  1415.  M.  ca.  1430, 
THOMAS,  son  of  WILLIAM  WYNSLOWE  and  AGNES  POURE,  AND  HAD  AGNES  WYNSLOWE,  mother 
of  THOMAS  GIFFARD  III,  father  of  AMY  GIFFARD,  mother  of  SUSANNA  SAMWELL,  mother  of 
EDWARD  EDWARDS,  father  of  MARGARET  EDWARDS,  mother  of  ALICE  FREEMAN. 


TOENI  FAMILY. 

This  was  a family  of  Norman  barons  that  came  to  England  with  King  William  the  Conqueror. 
Unfortunately,  the  notes  that  I took  from  the  Moriarty  manuscript  show  a gap  of  probably  two  generations. 

HUGUES,  Sieur  de  Cavalcamp  in  Normandy.  M.  N.  N. 

RAOUL  (Ralph)  DE  TOENI,  Sieur  de  Toeni,  son  of  HUGUES  DE  CAVALCAMP  and  N.  N.  M.  N.  N . 
He  became  the  hereditary  standard-bearer  of  Normandy. 

RAOUL  DE  TOENI,  of  Toeni,  son  of  RAOUL  and  N.  N.  B.  970.  M.  N.,  supposed  to  be  descended  from 
an  uncle  of  Hrolf,  the  first  Duke  of  Normandy. 

ROGER  DE  TOENI  of  Toeni,  son  of  RAOUL  and  N.  N.  D.  1038.  M.,  as  her  first  husband, 

GODECHILDE  or  Godeheut,  dau.  of  Count  RAYMOND  BORREL  of  Barcelona  and  ERMESINDE  of 
Conserans.  At  least  3 ch.: 

1)  His  heir,  presumably  named  Ralph. 

2)  Robert,  ancestor  of  the  lords  of  Stafford  Castle  (part  3);  m.  Avice  de  Clare. 

3)  Adeliz;  m.  Earl  William  fitz  Osbem  of  Hereford  (part  3). 

Roger  was  a crusader  in  Spain,  which  is  the  reason,  no  doubt,  that  he  married  a Spanish  wife.  He  founded 
the  Abbey  of  Conches. 

RALPH  DE  TOENI,  descendant  of  ROGER  and  GODECHILDE  of  Barcelona.  M.  N.  N.  D.  ca.  1125. 
M.  ca.  1103,  ALICE,  dau.  of  Earl  WALTHEOF  II  of  Northumberland  and  JUDITH  of  Lens.  He  fought  for  King 
Henry  I at  Tinchbrai  in  1106  and  Bremule  in  1119.  His  wife  held  Walthamstow  Manor  as  her  marriage 
portion,  and  this  was  still  held  by  the  family  in  1212.  Between  Roger  and  Ralph  I would  guess  that  two 
generations  are  missing,  a Ralph,  who  would  have  accompanied  William  the  Conqueror,  and  a Roger. 

MARGARET  DE  TOENI,  dau.  of  RALPH  and  ALICE  of  Northumberland.  M.  WALTER  DE 
CLIFFORD  I,  son  of  RICHARD  FITZ  PONS  and  MAUD  DE  GLOUCESTER,  and  had  WALTER  DE 
CLIFFORD  II,  father  of  WALTER  DE  CLIFFORD  III,  father  of  MAUD  DE  CLIFFORD,  mother  of  ELEANOR 
GIFFARD,  mother  of  ELIZABETH  LESTRANGE,  mother  of  JOAN  CORBET,  mother  of  JOAN  DE  HARLEY,

TOULOUSE,  COUNTS  OF. 

The  Counts  of  Toulouse  were  considered  vassals  of  the  Dukes  of  Aquitaine  and  were,  therefore,  allies 
of  the  Plantagenet  Kings  of  England.  However,  they  became  involved  with  the  Albigensian  sectaries. 
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perhaps  in  the  hope  of  confiscating  Church  lands.  At  any  rate,  Toulouse  became  an  object  of  the  Albigensian 
Crusade  and  was  taken  over,  with  the  rest  of  the  Languedoc,  by  the  Kings  of  France. 

FULGAUD  or  Foucaud,  Imperial  Legate  and  Count  in  Rouergue.  M.  SENEGONDE,  perhaps  dau.  of 
one  Fredelon  and  his  wife,  Aube  or  Berthe,  dau.  of  Count  Thierry  of  Autun  and  his  wife,  Aude,  a dau.  of 
Charles  Martel.  Fulgaud's  name  occurs  in  837. 

RAYMOND  I,  Count  of  Toulouse  and  Rouergue,  son  of  Count  FULGAUD  and  SENEGONDE.  d.  by  865. 
M.  BERTHE  or  Berteye,  dau.  of  one  REMIGIUS  and  ARSINDE.  Raymond  was  a count  in  the  Limousin  in  841 
and  was  Count  of  Toulouse  and  Rouergue  in  852.  As  many  as  2 ch.: 

1)  Count  EUDES;  m.  G ARSINDE  of  Albi. 

2)  N.,  m.  Count  Llope  Donato  of  Bigorre  (part  3). 

EUDES,  Count  of  Toulouse  and  Rouergue,  son  of  RAYMOND  I and  Berthe.  D.  919.  M.  ca.  855, 
GARSINDE,  dau.  of  Count  ERMENGILD  of  Albi  and  N.  N.  Eudes  was  named  Marquis  of  Gothie  (which  I 
take  to  be  another  name  for  Septimania)  in  918. 

RAYMOND  II,  Count  of  Toulouse  and  Albi  and  Marquis  of  Gothie,  son  of  EUDES  and  GARSINDE  of 
Albi.  D.  by  924.  M.  ca.  890,  GUINHILDE,  perhaps  dau.  of  Count  Oliba  II  of  Carcassonne  (d.  by  880;  son  of 
Count  Oliba  I [d.  btw.  835  and  837;  m.  Richilde],  son  of  Count  Bellon  [a  Goth]).  Raymond  became  Marquis  of 
Gothie  in  878. 

RAYMOND  PONS,  Count  of  Toulouse  and  Albi,  Marquis  of  Gothie  and  Duke  of  Aquitaine,  son  of 
RAYMOND  II  and  GUINHILDE  (of  Carcassonne).  D.  by  969.  M.  GARSINDE,  dau.  of  GARCIA  SANCHEZ,  a 
Gascon  count,  apparently  Count  of  what  would  be  called  Fezensac  in  his  son's  time,  and  AMINIANA.  At 
least  2 ch.:  1)  Count  GUILLAUME  II;  m.  ARSINDE. 

2)  (Liutgarde);  m.  Count  BORREL  II  of  Barcelona 

GUILLAUME  II,  Count  of  Toulouse,  Albi  and  Auvergne,  son  of  RAYMOND  PONS  and  GARSINDE.

I consider  it  very  improbable  that  Count  Giselbert  of  Chalon  would  have  had  two 
daughters,  an  Adelaide  and  an  Aelis.  Secondly,  the  wife  of  Count  Robert  is  said  to  have  died  in  959/960, 
whereas  Count  Robert  died  in  967  and  Count  Lambert  in  978.  I am  having  to  assume  that  the  date  959/960  is 
simply  an  error.

The  normal  state  for  Wales  was  to  be  divided  into  principalities,  which  is  probably  the  reason  why 
the  English  were  able  to  conquer  them.  Since  the  families  of  the  rulers  of  the  different  principalities  were 
constantly  intermarrying,  there  would  be  occasional  unions  of  two,  or  even  of  all  three,  principalities,  but  the 
unions  never  lasted.  The  three  principalities  were  North  Wales,  Powys  and  South  Wales.

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Odin,  a Germanic  chieftain  who  was  deified  after  his  death  [m.  Frigga,  said  by  some  to  be  dau.  of 
Cadwalladr).  D.  534.  M.  N.  N.  Cerdic  arrived  in  Britain  in  495  with  his  son,  Cynric,  and  five  ships.  He 
settled  in  Hampshire,  defeated  the  Britons  at  Charford  in  519  and  assumed  the  title  of  King  of  the  West 
Saxons. 

CYNRIC,  King  of  the  West  Saxons,  son  of  CERDIC  and  N.  N.  D.  560.  M.  N.  N.  He  reigned  534-560. 
He  defeated  the  Britons  at  Sarum  (Salisbury)  in  552. 

CEAWLIN,  King  of  the  West  Saxons,  son  of  CYNRIC  and  N.  N.  D.  593.  M.  N.  N.  He  reigned  560- 
591,  when  he  was  driven  from  his  kingdom. 

CUTHWIN,  son  of  CEAWLIN  and  N.  N.  D.  584,  slain  in  battle  while  his  father  was  still  alive.  M. 
N.  N.  With  his  father  in  577,  he  defeated  three  kings  of  the  Britons  and  captured  three  cities  from  them, 
Gloucester,  Cirencester  and  Bath. 

CUTHA  or  Cuthwulf,  son  of  CUTHWIN  and  N.  N.  M.  N.  N.  He  did  not  become  king. 

CEOLWALD,  son  of  CUTHA  and  N.  N.  M.  N.  N.  His  brother.  King  Cynegils,  was  baptized  in  635  by 
Bishop  Birinus  at  Dorchester.  Ceolwald  himself  visited  Rome  in  688. 

CENRED,  son  of  CEOLWALD  and  N.  N.  M.  N.  N.  He,  too,  did  not  reign,  but  one  of  his  sons.  King  Ina, 

did. 


INGILD,  son  of  CENRED  and  N.  N.  D.  718.  M.  N.  N.  He  did  not  reign. 

EOPPA,  son  of  INGILD  and  N.  N.  M.  N.  N.  He,  too,  did  not  reign. 

EAFA,  son  of  EOPPA  and  N.  N.  M.  N.  N.  He  did  not  reign. 

EALHMUND,  King  of  Kent,  son  of  EAFA  and  N.  N.  M.  SIWARA,  said  to  be  a granddaughter  of  King 
Alfwald  of  the  Angles,  son  of  King  Aldulf,  son  of  Ennius.  EALHMUND  became  king  in  784. 

EGBERT  or  Ecgbert,  King  of  England,  son  of  King  EALHMUND  and  SIWARA.  B.  775.  D.  after  19 
Nov.,  838.  M.  RAEDBURH  or  Redburga  (thought  to  be  dau.  of  Bristric  of  Wessex  [occurs  800]  and  Aethelburh, 
dau.  of  King  Offa  II  of  Mercia  [d.  794]  by  Quendrida,  dau.  of  King  Kenwalf  of  Mercia  by  Elfrid,  dau.  of  King 
Offa  of  Essex  [occurs  709;  m.  Konewitha,  dau.  of  King  Peda  of  Mercia],  son  of  King  Sighard  of  Essex  [occurs

Sir  THOMAS  WYNSLOWE,  son  of  WILLIAM  and  AGNES  POURE.  B.  ca.  1400.  D.  before  31  Mar., 
1463.  M.  ca.  1430,  AGNES,  dau.  of  JOHN  THROCKMORTON  and  ELEANOR  SPINNEY.  Thomas  was  a big 
landholder.  Besides  Burton,  he  held  Ramsbury,  co.  Wiltshire,  and  other  lands  in  Oxfordshire  and 
Worcestershire.  He  served  as  member  of  Parliament  for  Worcestershire  in  1449  and  1455,  as  commissioner  of 
peace,  also  for  Worcestershire,  in  1444,  1446,  1451  and  1455,  and  coroner  for  Worcestershire  in  1457. 

AGNES  WYNSLOWE,  dau.  of  THOMAS  and  AGNES  THROCKMORTON.  B.  ca.  1435.  M.  JOHN 
IV,  son  of  THOMAS  GIFFARD  II  and  ELEANOR  VAUX,  and  had  THOMAS  GIFFARD  III,  father  of  AMY 
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GIFFARD,  mother  of  SUSANNA  SAMWELL,  mother  of  EDWARD  EDWARDS,  father  of  MARGARET 
EDWARDS,  mother  of  ALICE  FREEMAN.

BASSET  OF  HEADINGTON. 

Basset  is  a Norman  French  nickname,  the  equivalent,  more  or  less,  of  Shorty.  Ralph  Basset  served  as 
Justiciar  of  King  Henry  I and  was  apparently  rewarded  with  numerous  manors  and  castles.  He  had  numerous 
brothers  and  descendants  and  was  apparently  able  to  provide  them  all  with  substantial  inheritances. 
Basset  heiresses  were  much  sought  after  and  would  suffice  to  bring  a relatively  obscure  landed  family  into 
the  prominence  of  the  great  baronial  families.

CLARE  FAMILY. 
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Around  1300  the  Clare  family  was  probably  the  most  powerful  baronial  family  in  England  after  only 
the  royal  family  itself.  However,  the  head  of  the  family  in  1314  lost  his  life  in  the  Battle  of  Bannockburn 
before  he  had  got  around  to  marrying  a wife,  and  the  estates  were  split  up  among  three  coheirs,  whose  hands 
were  eagerly  sought  in  marriage,  as  can  be  imagined.  They  began  with  Clare  Castle,  which  is  located  in 
Suffolk  County  on  the  border  with  Norfolk.  Previously  they  had  been  Counts  of  Brionne  and  Eu  in  Normandy 
(located  on  the  northeastern  border  with  Artois).

I am  not  sure,  as  of  this  writing,  whether 
Chewton  was  a castle  or  only  a manor.  The  way  Weis  presents  the  pedigree,  he  implies  that  it  was  only  a 
manor.  Although  the  FitzRogers  acquired  Chewton  fairly  early,  they  did  not  acquire  the  surname  until  the 
very  end  of  the  pedigree.  Perhaps  Chewton  might  be  a better  surname.

273-81;  Notes  and  Queries  CLXII  (1932),  439-41,  453-55;  he  also  refers  to 
EYTON,  Antiquities  of  Shropshire.  If  I knew  more  about  the  source  whence  Moriarty  drew  his  information 
and  about  the  subsequent  disposition  of  Marston,  I might  possibly  side  with  him,  but,  as  matters  now  stand,  I 
have  to  presume  that  Sheppard  is  on  sure  ground.

Hereford,  like  Chester  and  Shropshire,  was  one  of  the 
palatinate  shires  on  the  borders  of  England,  which  meant  that  its  earl  could  exercise  real  power  in  the 
county  and  maintain  an  autonomous  court.  However,  it  is  evident  that  his  principal  base  was  not  in 
Hereford,  which  may  have  been  too  close  to  the  Welsh  border  for  comfort,  but  rather  in  the  old  Roman 
military  town  of  Gloucester.

Robert  is  said  to  have  been  "of  Prowse  and  High  Dodderidge,  Sandford  parish,"  co.  Devon.  He  also  held 
lands  in  Poughill  (Sandford  parish),  Upcott  (Cheriton  FitzPain  parish)  and  Kingsbridge.  The  list  of  his 
children  is  most  probably  taken  from  his  will,  in  which  the  male  children's  legacies  are  dealt  with  first, 
then  only  the  female  children.  Therefore,  the  order  of  the  children  is  probably  not  the  order  of  births, 
except  within  the  listing  by  sex.

KIEV,  GRAND  PRINCES  OF. 

There  seems  to  be  some  dispute  over  the  title  to  give  these  first  Russian  or  Ukrainian  rulers.  Until 
the  days  of  Ivan  the  Terrible,  none  of  the  Russian  rulers  was  called  king,  but  rather  prince,  and  the  chief 
among  them  would  have  been  grand  prince.  Actually,  however,  the  family  that  provided  the  Russian 
princes  was  not  Russian,  but  Scandinavian,  probably  Swedish.  In  origin,  they  were  traders  who  set  up 
trading  posts  at  Novgorod,  Kiev  and  other  towns,  and,  as  so  often  has  happened  in  history,  the  commanders 
of  the  trading  posts  ended  up  exercising  jurisdiction,  not  only  over  the  post,  but  also  over  the  surrounding 
territory.

IGOR,  Grand  Prince  of  Kiev,  son  of  Grand  Prince  RURIK  and  Alfrind.  D.  947.  M.  903,  St.  OLGA  (or 
Helga),  dau.  of  OLEG  (i.e.  Helge?). 

SWIATOSLAW,  Grand  Prince  of  Kiev,  son  of  Grand  Prince  IGOR  and  St.  OLGA.  D.  973.  M.

Kinsale  was  apparently  the  name  for  South  Leinster.

Instead  of  Gilla,  the 
Ethiopians  say  Gabra,  e.g.  Gabra  Maryam  or  Gabra  Mika'el,  that  is,  the  servant  or  devotee  of  Mary  or 
Michael.  This  tradition  of  names  of  devotion  does  not  seem  to  have  become  quite  so  prevalent  in  Ireland  (and 
Scotland)  as  it  is  in  Ethiopia,  but  it  was  strong  enough  to  have  survived  in  surnames  like  Kilmartin  and 
Kilpatrick. 

DIARMID,  High  King  of  Ireland,  son  of  DONNCHAD  and  AIFI.  D.  23  Feb.,  1072.  M.  DEARB- 
FORGAILL,  dau.  of  King  DONNCHAD  of  Munster  and  N.  (of  Wessex).  He  usurped  the  throne  of  Leinster 
from  the  O'Tooles.

Diarmid  or  Dermot  MacMurrough  is  the  man  who  invited  Earl  Richard  "Strongbow"  de  Clare  to  come 
to  Ireland  to  help  him  drive  out  the  Norsemen  who  were  occupying  Dublin  and  Waterford.  As  a result,  his 
has  become  a name  of  cursing  for  most  Irishmen,  because  he  brought  in  the  English.  In  fact,  however,  he  did 
not  bring  in  the  English,  but  rather  the  Normans,  who  were  the  cousins  of  the  Norsemen  the  Irish  were  trying 
to  drive  out.  Furthermore,  the  Normans  who  remained  in  Ireland  became  rather  thoroughly  Gaelicized 
through  intermarriage  with  the  Irish.  Many  of  what  are  usually  considered  the  most  Irish  of  surnames, 
especially  FitzGerald,  Burke  and  Dalton,  are  not  Irish  in  origin,  but  Norman.  From  that  point  of  view, 
Dermot  MacMurrough  succeeded  in  what  he  aimed  to  do.  One  result  of  his  invitation,  however,  he  did  not 
foresee  or  intend,  namely,  that  Richard  de  Clare  would  appeal  for  added  men  from  the  King  of  England  and 
would  thus  introduce  into  Ireland  the  authority  of  the  King  of  England.  Hence  Richard,  by  marrying 
Dermot's  daughter,  did  not  become  Dermot's  successor,  as  Dermot  may  have  intended,  but  rather  Justiciar  of 
Ireland  on  behalf  of  King  Henry  II.  Even  this  did  not  have  serious  effects  for  Ireland,  because  the  effective 
authority  of  the  King  of  England  was  always  limited  to  the  Pale,  which  was  pretty  much  what  the 
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Norsemen  had  already  held  before  the  Normans.  This  remained  the  situation  as  long  as  the  Plantagenet 
dynasty  continued  on  the  English  throne.  The  real  trouble  began  when  the  Welsh  (Tudors)  and  the  Scots 
(Stuarts)  gained  control  in  England  and  attempted  to  Protestantize  Ireland.

My  information  about  this  Norman  French  family  is  very  sketchy. 

WILLIAM  DE  LISOURS  I.  M.  N.  N.  William  was  Warden  of  the  Forests  of  Rockingham,  Selveston 
and  Huntingdon.

ROBERT  DE  LISOURS,  son  of  FULK  and  ALICE  DE  AUBERVILLE.  M.  ALBREDA,  dau.  of  ROBERT 
DE  LACY  (son  of  ILBERT  DE  LACY  and  N.  N.)  and  MAUD  N.  I have  no  information  on  these  earlier  de 
Lacys,  whose  names  I found  in  The  Complete  Peerage,  probably  under  the  de  Lacy  Earls  of  Lincoln.  In  another 
work,  whose  name  and  author  I failed  to  note  down,  but  which  was  probably  on  the  de  Clares,  one  family  of 
de  Lacys  whose  lands  the  de  Clares  inherited  held  a very  large  number  of  manors  in  a fairly  solid  block 
around  Pontefract  Castle  in  Yorkshire.  This  work,  however,  was  probably  referring  to  the  later  de  Lacys, 
namely,  the  John  de  Lacy,  who  was  Constable  of  Chester  Castle  and  who  was  a member  of  the  same  family 
that  produced  the  de  Warkworths.  Still,  just  as  the  surname  de  Lacy  was  inherited  from  Ilbert  and  Robert  de 
Lacy,  so,  too,  were  the  lands.

MALET  FAMILY. 

The  Malets  must  have  been  numbered  among  the  great  Norman  barons  because  the  head  of  the  family 
in  1215  was  named  one  of  the  sureties  or  guarantors  of  the  famous  Magna  Carta.  Their  castle  was  called 
Curry  Malet  and  was  located  in  Somersetshire.

In  1059  Milon,  Sieur  de  Venoix,  was 
marshall  in  Normandy  (d.  bef.  1070).  His  eldest  son  was  Sieur  Raoul  or  Ralph  de  Venoix.  In  1086  a 
landholder  in  Sussex,  Robert  fitz  Ralph,  is  called  "marshall."  There  was  also  a Geoffrey,  who  held 
Worldham  in  Hampshire  and  Draycot  in  Wiltshire  in  1086,  who  is  also  called  "the  marshall."  Some  make 
Gilbert  the  son  of  Geoffrey.  Others  think  that  he  must  have  married  Geoffrey's  daughter  and  heir.

He  was  a close  friend  of  Prince  Henry,  the  son  and  heir  of  King  Henry  II,  who  died  before  his 
father.  King  Richard  made  William  co-regent  of  England  while  he  was  away  on  the  3rd  Crusade.  He  was 
sheriff  at  different  times  of  Lincolnshire,  Sussex,  Gloucestershire,  Essex  and  Hertfordshire.  He  was  faithful 
to  King  John  during  the  latter's  struggle  with  the  barons.  After  King  John  died,  many  of  the  barons 
attempted  to  make  Louis,  the  Dauphin  of  France,  their  king,  but  William  stood  by  King  john's  heir.  King 
Henry  III,  and  soundly  defeated  the  rebel  barons  in  the  Battle  of  Lincoln  in  1217.  He  was  Lord  of  Leinster  as 
husband  of  Isabel  de  Clare,  whose  mother  was  heir  to  King  Dermot  McMurrough.

This  is  another  manorial  family  of  Devonshire.  I gather,  however,  that  the  genealogy  of  the 
family  still  needs  much  work.

(son  of  John,  son  of  John  [said  to  have  m.  Maud,  dau.  of  Alexander  Cruwys  of  Cruwys  Morchard])  Prowse  (the 
Nicholas  Prowse  who  comes  between  Thomas  and  Roger  might  be  either  Thomas'  brother  or  his  father),  who 
married  Joan  Radford,  sis.  and  heir  of  Nicholas  Radford,  who  owned  land  in  Upcott  and  Poughill,  some  of 
which  apparently  ended  up  in  the  possession  of  the  Gyes.  M.  JANE,  dau.  of  HENRY  BAYNTUN  and  N.  N. 

One  pedigree  traces  back  the  ancestry  of  Mary  Gye  through  Mary  Prowse  and  Jane  Bayntun  back  to 
the  FitzAlans,  Plantagenets  and  other  distinguished  families  of  the  English  nobility,  but  the  pedigree  is  not 
yet  regarded  by  authorities  as  established.  I don't  know  precisely  where  the  doubtful  link  in  the 
genealogical  chain  is  located,  but  I am  guessing  that  it  is  between  Jane  Bayntun  and  her  proposed 
grandmother,  Jane  Echingham,  but  it  might  be  instead  between  Mary  Prowse  and  Jane  Bayntun.  The  fact  that 
the  Gyes  end  up  possessing  land  that  had  previously  been  owned  by  the  Prowses  seems  to  me  a substantiation 
of  Robert  Gye  Senior's  marriage  to  Mary  Prowse,  daughter  of  Thomas  Prowse.  But  if  Mary  were  a daughter  of 
Thomas  by  a different  wife,  supposing  that  Thomas  may  have  married  more  than  once,  or  if  Jane  Bayntun 
were  the  daughter  of  a Bayntun  other  than  one  of  the  sons  of  Jane  Echingham,  then  the  genealogical  chain 
would  be  broken.  At  any  rate,  it  is  said  by  some  genealogists  that  the  proposed  connection  is  doubtful,  and  I 
will  have  to  treat  it  as  such.

RICHARD  FITZ  SCROB  of  Richard's  Castle.  D.  after  1086.  M.  N.,  dau.  of  ROBERT  the  Deacon.  It 
seems  fairly  obvious  that  Richard's  Castle  was  named  for  this  Richard.  He  became  lord  of  the  castle  during 
the  reign  of  King  Edward  the  Confessor.  Richard,  of  course,  is  a Norman  French  personal  name,  but  his 
father's  name,  Scrob,  sounds  Anglo-Saxon.  One  wonders  whether  Scrob  may  not  have  married  a Norman 
lady.

In  England  they  became 
lords  of  Parham  in  county  Suffolk.

VERE  FAMILY. 

This  was  one  of  the  most  powerful  baronial  families  at  the  time  of  the  conflict  between  King  Stephen 
of  Blois  and  Empress  Matilda.  They  already  held  the  post  of  hereditary  Lord  High  Chamberlain  of 
England,  and  one  of  the  two  contenders  made  the  then  head  of  the  family  Earl  of  Oxford  to  win  his  support. 

AUBREY  DE  VERE  I,  said  by  some  to  be  son  of  Count  Alphonse  of  Guisnes.  B.  bef.  1040.  D.  bef.  1113. 
M.  BEATRICE,  said  by  some  to  be  dau.  of  Henry  of  Ghent  and  Sibyl  N.  Aubrey  was  the  founder  of  Colne 
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Priory  at  Earl's  Colne,  co.  Essex.  He  served  as  Sheriff  of  Berkshire,  which  implies  that  he  had  significant 
land  holdings  in  that  county  as  well  as  in  Essex.  He  must  have  been  one  of  the  leaders  in  the  Norman 
invasion  of  England.  I would  suggest  that  Aubrey's  wife  was  more  likely  to  have  been  a daughter  of  Geoffrey 
de  Mandeville,  among  whose  descendants  the  name  Beatrice  figures  prominently  for  four  generations. 
Aubrey  and  Geoffrey  would  have  been  the  biggest  landholders  in  Essex.  As  for  Aubrey’s  being  a son  of  Count 
Alphonse  of  Guisnes,  it  seems  to  me  less  likely.  Vere  comes  from  Ver,  a castle  in  Normandy,  whereas  I 
believe  that  Guisnes  is  located  in  Belgium.  Perhaps  Aubrey’s  mother  was  Alphonse's  daughter.  At  any  rate, 
the  name,  Alphonso,  recurs  later  in  the  Vere  family,  and  a descent  from  Count  Alphonse  might  explain  why 
it  shows  up.

ARAGON,  COUNTS  OF. 

The  rulers  of  Aragon  started  out  as  lowly  counts  and  became  kings  only  when  King  Sancho  Garcia  III 
the  Great  of  Navarre  acquired  the  county  and  passed  it  on  as  a kingdom  to  one  of  his  sons.  Even  then  it  only 
acquired  importance  with  the  conquest  of  Valencia  from  the  Moors  and  by  union  with  Catalonia.  The  united 
Catalonia  and  Aragon,  however,  became  very  significant  in  the  politics  of  the  entire  Mediterranean  and  in 
its  culture.

It  was 
originally  a manor  of  the  Berkeleys  and  was  given  to  a daughter  as  marriage  portion  when  she  married  a 
Basset.  The  relationship  between  the  Bassets  of  Uley  and  Ralph  Basset,  who  served  as  Justiciar  of  England, 
is  not  known.  Indeed,  the  account  of  the  early  Basset  holders  of  Uley  seems  confused  to  me,  and  exactly  how 
they  relate  to  the  Berkeleys  is  unclear.

The  descent  of  Simon  from  Sir  Anselm  is  also  sure,  but  the  details  of  the  descent  are  not.

BEAUCHAMP  OF  ELMLEY  AND  POWYCK. 

This  is  the  famous  Beauchamp  family  that  inherited  the  earldom  of  Warwick  and  became  very 
powerful  from  the  end  of  the  13th  to  the  first  half  of  the  15th  century.  Frances  Deighton,  however,  descends 
from  a younger  brother  of  the  first  Beauchamp  Earl  of  Warwick.  This  cadet  branch  acquired  the  title  of 
Baron  Beauchamp  of  Powyck.  Despite  the  fact  that  the  family  figured  so  prominently  in  English  history,  I 
am  rather  dissatisfied  with  the  genealogy  of  the  early  lords  of  Elmley  Castle.  Part  of  the  problem, 
however,  may  lie  in  the  quality  and  accuracy  of  my  notes,  which  were  taken  at  a time  when  I was  learning 
this  type  of  genealogy.

BENEVENTO  AND  CAPUA,  PRINCES  OF. 

Benevento  was  one  of  three  Lombard  principalities  that  surrounded  Naples  during  the  9th  to  11th 
centuries.  Capua  was  to  the  north  of  the  city,  Benevento  to  the  northeast  and  Salerno  to  the  southeast.  The 
authority  of  the  princes  seems  to  have  been  subject  to  that  of  the  East  Roman  Emperor  in  Constantinople,  a t 
least  theoretically,  and  also  to  the  Duke  of  Naples,  the  Emperor's  representative  in  Southern  Italy.

He  served  on  a commission  to  examine  the  claims  of  the  contenders  for  the  throne  of  Scotland  in 
1292.  In  1296  he  was  sent  as  an  ambassador  to  France.  He  served  as  Vice  Constable  of  England  in  1297.  In  1298 
he  took  part  in  the  Battle  of  Falkirk,  in  which  the  Scots  were  defeated,  and  he  was  also  at  the  siege  of 
Carlaverock  in  1300.  In  1307  he  was  again  serving  as  ambassador,  this  time  to  Pope  Clement  V.  He  was 
taken  prisoner  at  Bannockburn,  24  June,  1314,  and  a large  ransom  had  to  be  paid  for  his  release.

He 
was  later  appointed  Marshall  of  the  English  forces  in  France  in  1342  and  Captain  of  the  Scottish  Marches  in 
1345.  Some  have  even  called  him  the  commander  of  the  English  army  in  the  Battle  of  Crecy,  but  this  is  an 
error.  That  is  on  the  positive  side  of  the  ledger.  However,  he  was  also  somewhat  involved  in  the  murder  of 
King  Edward  II  by  his  father-in-law,  Roger  de  Mortimer,  as  Edward  was  imprisoned  and  put  to  death  in 
Berkeley  Castle.  He  had  been  appointed  by  Parliament  joint  custodian  of  the  deposed  monarch  and  he 
received  him  "courteously"  in  his  castle.  Shortly  thereafter,  however,  he  was  ordered  to  hand  over  the  keys 
of  his  own  castle  to  his  fellow  custodians,  and,  seeing  what  was  imminent,  he  left  the  castle  and  took  up 
residence  elsewhere.  He  was  tried  for  complicity  in  the  murder  under  King  Edward  III  and  was  acquitted. 
His  death  came  in  a year  when  the  Black  Death  was  raging.

Roger  served  as  High  Steward  of  England.  He  took  part  in  the  Battle  of  Fornham  on  the  side  of  King  Henry 
II.  In  1189  he  was  one  of  King  Richard's  ambassadors  to  King  Philip  II  of  France,  persuading  him  to  join  in 
the  crusade  to  recover  Jerusalem  after  the  disaster  at  Hattin.  In  1191  he  was  keeper  of  Hereford  Castle.  He 
was  Chief  Justice  of  England  1195-1202.  In  1200  he  was  sent  to  summon  King  William  of  Scotland  to  do 
homage  to  King  John,  and  he  accompanied  King  John  in  his  expedition  to  Poitou.  At  the  outbreak  of  the 
baronial  war,  however,  he  sided  with  the  barons  and  was  excommunicated  by  the  Pope.  He  was  one  of  the 
sureties  for  the  observance  of  the  Magna  Carta.  J.S.  WURTS,  in  Magna  Carta,  vol.  I,  p.  44,  speaks  of  Isabel, 
dau.  of  Hamelin  Plantagenet,  as  Roger's  first  wife  and  mother  of  all  his  children,  but  The  Complete  Peerage 
disagrees.

BOHUN  FAMILY.

The  head  of  the  family  became  early 
hereditary  Lord  High  Constable  of  England  and  inherited  by  marriage  the  earldoms  of  Hereford  and  Essex.

He  bore  the  royal  standard  of  King  Henry  I at  the  Battle  of 
Benneville  in  1120. 

HUMPHREY  DE  BOHUN  III  (of  Taterford),  son  of  HUMPHREY  II  and  MAUD  (de  Salisbury).  D.  6 
Apr.,  1187.  M.  MARGERY,  dau.  and  coheir  of  MILES  DE  GLOUCESTER,  hereditary  Lord  High  Constable 
and  Earl  of  Hereford,  and  SIBYL  DE  NEUFMARCHE.  This  marriage  and  that  of  Humphrey's  grandson 
made  the  Bohun  family  one  of  the  very  powerful  baronial  families  of  medieval  England.  Humphrey  was 
also  steward  and  sewer  (the  official  in  charge  of  seating  guests)  of  King  Henry  I.  He  was  a supporter  of 
Empress  Matilda  and  was  appointed  by  her  steward  and  sewer  of  both  England  and  Normandy.  In  1173/4  he 
accompanied  the  Justiciar,  Richard  de  Lacy,  on  a punitive  expedition  into  Scotland.

After  King  John  died,  he  was  an  active 
supporter  of  the  Dauphin  against  the  young  King  Henry  III  and  was  taken  prisoner  by  Earl  William 
Marshall  at  the  Battle  of  Lincoln.  After  he  was  reconciled  to  the  King,  he  joined  Earl  Saher  de  Quincy  and 
other  barons  in  a pilgrimage  to  the  Holy  Land,  I suspect  as  a penance.  He  died  while  on  his  way  there.

In  1250 
he  went  on  crusade.  He  became  one  of  the  counsellors  of  the  King  and,  when  Simon  de  Montfort  and  the  other 
barons  rose  in  revolt  against  the  King,  Humphrey  stood  by  him.

He  was 
taken  prisoner  at  the  Battle  of  Evesham,  4 Aug.,  1265,  and  died  in  prison  a few  weeks  later  before  his  father.

Humphrey  served  in  Scotland  and  was  present  at  the  siege  of  Carlaverock.  He  was  a consistent  enemy  of 
King  Edward  II's  favorites.  In  1312  he  assisted  at  the  execution  of  Piers  Gaveston.  He  was  taken  prisoner 
after  the  Battle  of  Bannockburn  in  1314,  being  betrayed  by  Sir  Walter  Gilbertson,  in  whose  castle  he  had 
taken  refuge.  He  was  in  command  of  the  English  forces  sent  against  Llewellyn  Bran  in  Glamorganshire  in 
1315/6.  In  1321  he  was  in  arms  against  the  King's  favorite,  Hugh  Despenser  and  ravaged  the  latter's  lands. 
He  was  pardoned  shortly  afterwards,  but  the  following  March  he  joined  in  the  revolt  of  Earl  Thomas  of 
Lancaster  and  was  slain  in  the  Battle  of  Boroughbridge.

After  the  death  of 
King  John,  he  was  one  of  the  barons  who  maintained  the  revolt  against  John's  son  and  successor.  King  Henry 
III,  but  he  was  taken  prisoner  in  the  Battle  of  Lincoln  by  Earl  William  Marshall  and  ended  up  by  marrying 
one  of  William's  daughters.  He  became  reconciled  with  the  new  king  and  got  his  lands  and  titles  back.  In 
1228  he  led  an  army  into  Wales  and  captured  Morgan  Gam.  He  died  at  Penros  in  Brittany,  while  returning 
from  an  expedition  for  the  King.

Richard  inherited  from  his  mother  the  lordship  of  Kilkenny  in  Ireland.  Besides  distinguishing  himself  in 
tournaments,  Richard  participated  in  one  notable  exploit  in  1255.  The  rumor  reached  King  Henry  III  that 
King  Alexander  of  Scotland  was  being  coerced  by  two  English  barons,  Robert  de  Ros  and  John  Baliol.  The  king 
then  sent  Richard  and  John  Maunsel  to  Edinburgh  to  discover  the  truth  of  the  rumor  and  to  bring  back,  i f 
possible,  the  young  king  to  King  Henry.  The  two  disguised  themselves  as  knights  of  Robert  de  Ros,  gained 
entry  into  Edinburgh  Castle,  gradually  brought  in  their  attendants  and  gained  access  to  the  King  and  Queen 
of  Scotland,  who  were  virtual  prisoners  of  de  Ros  and  whom  they  persuaded  to  visit  King  Henry.  Despite 
this  signal  service,  Richard  does  not  seem  to  have  been  in  great  favor  with  King  Henry  for  two  reasons:  when 
the  king’s  step-brothers,  the  Lusignans,  visited  England  in  1247,  he  showed  hostility;  and  when  the  King 
went  to  Gascony  with  an  army  in  1252,  Richard,  claiming  that  he  had  to  go  to  Ireland,  refused  to  accompany 
him.  Richard  was  also,  perhaps,  the  most  powerful  of  the  English  barons.  In  July  of  1258,  Richard  and  his 
brother,  William,  became  suddenly  ill,  and  it  was  suspected  that  they  had  been  poisoned  by  their  steward, 
Walter  de  Scotenay.  Richard  recovered,  but  William  died.  Four  years  later  Richard  again  became  suddenly 
ill  after  a meal  given  by  Peter  of  Savoy  (one  of  the  foreign  favorites  of  the  King  to  whom  the  barons 
objected),  but  this  time  the  illness  was  fatal.

Gilbert  is  known  as  "the  Red  Earl."  In  the  barons'  war  against  King  Henry  III  Gilbert  was  second  after  Simon 
de  Montfort.  He  was  apparently  responsible  for  the  massacre  of  the  Jews  of  Canterbury  in  April  of  1264, 
while  Simon  was  massacring  those  of  London.  In  the  Battle  of  Lewes  he  commanded  the  second  line  of  battle 
and  took  the  King  prisoner  by  hamstringing  his  horse.  In  the  following  October  Gilbert  was  excommunicated 
by  the  papal  legate  and  his  lands  were  placed  under  interdict.  Within  a month,  however,  he  had  broken 
with  Simon  de  Montfort  and  had  released  Prince  Edward,  the  King's  heir.  Together  they  destroyed  the 
ships  in  Bristol  and  the  bridge  across  the  Severn  to  prevent  Simon's  escape.  On  July  16,  he  and  the  Prince 
surprised  a number  of  barons  at  Kennilworth  Castle.  At  the  Battle  of  Evesham,  August  4,  1265,  Gilbert 
commanded  the  second  division  and  made  an  important  contribution  to  the  victory.  After  King  Henry  Ill's 
death,  16  Nov.,  1272,  Gilbert  and  the  Archbishop  of  York  proclaimed  his  son,  Prince  Edward,  King  of 
England,  who  was  then  in  Sicily,  returning  from  the  crusade.  Until  Edward  returned,  Gilbert  was  Joint 
Guardian  of  the  Realm.  When  his  wife  died,  the  King  gave  him  his  own  daughter  in  marriage.  Despite  this 
close  relationship  with  the  King,  the  latter  fined  Gilbert  10,000  Marks  for  starting  a private  war  with  the 
Earl  of  Hereford  concerning  Brecknock.

N.  N.  Theophylaktos  also  held  the  offices  of  Protospatharius  and  Drungarius.  He  revolted  against  the 
emperor  in  1022,  apparently  unsuccessfully. 

ADRIANOS  DALASSENOS,  son  of  THEOPHYLAKTOS  and  N.  N.  M.  N.  N.  Adrianos  was  exiled  in 
1038/9  for  a reason  unknown  to  me.

It  would  give  us  a descent  from  King  Edward  III  and  Philippe  of  Hainaut  through  their  son,  John  of  Gaunt, 
Duke  of  Lancaster,  and  through  the  latter's  subsequently  legitimatized  offspring,  the  Beauforts.  I consider 
this  line  of  descent  unsure  partially  for  an  external  reason,  because  no  such  line  of  descent  has  been  admitted 
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by  the  royal  lineage  societies.  A royal  descent  from  Edward  III  is  more  distinguished  than  one  from  Edward  I, 
even  when  the  genealogical  link  is  provided  by  an  illegitimate  birth,  and  would  almost  certainly  be  claimed 
if  the  pedigree  could  be  substantiated  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  lineage  society.  Other  descendants  of  Sir 
Edward  Stradling  and  Catherine  Beaufort  are,  in  fact,  accepted,  and  the  same  is  true  of  descendants  of  Sir 
William  Dennis  and  Anne  Berkeley.  Hence,  the  question  mark,  if  question  mark  there  be,  must  center  on  the 
claim  that  William  Dennis  was  a great  grandson  of  Sir  Edward  Stradling  and  Catherine  Beaufort.

This  family  leaped  from  relative  obscurity  to  the  forefront  of  baronial  politics  during  the  reigns  of 
Kings  Henry  III,  Edward  I and  Edward  II.  During  the  reign  of  the  last  named  they  attained  supreme  power 
under  the  King  and  were,  as  a result,  cordially  hated  by  the  rest  of  the  barons.

Whereas  his  father-in-law  was  a royalist,  Hugh  was  one  of  the  principal  leaders  of  the  barons'  party. 
Indeed,  he  was  appointed  by  the  barons  Justiciar  of  England  in  place  of  Sir  Philip,  who  then  briefly  replaced 
Hugh  in  1263,  when  the  royalist  party  held  the  ascendancy.  At  the  Battle  of  Lewes  in  1264,  Hugh  forced  his 
wounded  father-in-law  to  surrender  to  himself.  At  the  Battle  of  Evesham,  on  the  other  hand,  Simon  de 
Montfort,  when  he  saw  how  badly  the  conflict  was  going,  urged  Hugh  to  flee  and  save  himself,  but  Hugh  held 
firm  and  gave  up  his  life.  Hugh  was  the  last  one  to  hold  the  office  of  Justiciar  of  England.

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Hugh  followed  the  politics  of  his  grandfather.  Sir  Philip  Basset,  rather  than  those  of  his  father.  I suspect 
that  his  mother  may  have  inculcated  this  policy  after  her  experience  with  her  anti-royalist  husband.  At 
any  rate,  he  faithfully  fought  the  King's  battles  under  King  Edward  I and  transferred  his  loyalty  to  his  son. 
King  Edward  II,  when  the  latter  ascended  the  throne  in  1307.  In  fact,  he  was  almost  the  only  baron  to  stand  up 
for  the  King's  favorite.  Piers  Gaveston.  After  the  barons  executed  Gaveston,  Hugh  became  the  principal 
counsellor  of  the  King,  and  his  son,  Hugh  Junior,  became  the  new  favorite.  Hugh  Senior  apparently  made  a 
serious  effort  to  govern  with  moderation  and  according  to  the  constitution,  but  his  son  was  arrogant  and  greedy. 
No  sooner  had  he  obtained  his  share  of  the  de  Clare  inheritance  than  he  began  to  quarrel  with  the  other 
heirs  to  obtain  more.  One  unfortunate  fruit  of  the  advice  given  to  the  King  was  the  campaign  against  Scotland 
that  ended  in  the  disaster  of  Bannockburn.  Another  factor  against  Hugh  was  that  he  was  considered  a traitor, 
probably  in  view  of  his  father's  position.  Another  negative  factor  must  have  been  the  bloody  revenge  that 
the  King  took  cm  the  rebel  barons  after  their  defeat  at  Boroughbridge  in  1321.  Besides  the  hatred  of  the 
barons  Hugh  also  had  the  dire  enmity  of  the  Queen,  who  went  so  far  as  to  take  her  son,  the  future  Edward  III, 
and  flee  with  Roger  de  Mortimer  to  France,  declaring  that  she  would  never  return  to  the  King  as  long  as  the 
Despensers  remained  in  power.  Finally,  the  barons  succeeded  in  capturing  Hugh  Senior  and  hanged  him.

It  also  brought  the  hatred  of  almost  all  the  barons,  especially  when  he  was 
dissatisfied  with  his  share  of  the  inheritance  and  tried  to  get  more.  He  was  with  the  King  when  the  two 
were  captured  by  the  barons.

Richard  had  the  nickname  "Copped  Hat."  He  was  appointed  Justiciar  of  North  Wales  for  life  in  1334  and 
Sheriff  of  Shropshire,  also  for  life,  in  1345.  In  1339  he  was  governor  of  Caernarvon  Castle.  During  the  wars 
with  France,  he  served  as  Admiral  of  the  West,  1340-1341  and  1345-1347.  In  the  Battle  of  Crecy  he 
commanded  the  second  division,  and  he  was  present  when  Calais  capitulated  to  the  English  in  1347. 

RICHARD  FITZALAN  III,  Earl  of  Arundel,  son  of  Earl  RICHARD  II  and  ELEANOR  (Plantagenet)  of 
Lancaster.  B.  1346.  Beheaded  Cheapside,  London,  21  Sept.,  1397.  M.  (1)  ELIZABETH,  dau.  of  Earl  WILLIAM 
DE  BOHUN  of  Northampton  and  ELIZABETH  DE  BADLESMERE.  Richard  was  a Knight  of  the  Garter.  He 
was  a member  of  the  parliamentary  council  that  was  formed  for  the  dotage  of  King  Edward  III  and  for  the 
minority  of  King  Richard  II.  He  was  appointed  Admiral  of  the  West  in  1377,  but,  apart  from  saving 
Southampton  from  a French  attack,  he  did  not  distinguish  himself,  being  driven  off  when  he  tried  to  attack 
Harfleur  and  allowing  the  French  by  his  own  negligence  to  destroy  an  English  mine  at  St.  Malo,  forcing  the 
raising  of  the  siege.  When  the  baronial  opposition  to  the  King  reformed  in  1385,  he  joined  their  attack 
(verbal,  I believe)  on  the  royal  favorites.  He  was  reappointed  Admiral  of  the  West  in  1386,  but  this  time  he 
vanquished  the  combined  French,  Spanish  and  Flemish  fleets,  averted  a threatened  French  invasion  of 
England  and  captured  19,000  casks  of  wine.  Wine  in  England  was  dirt  cheap  for  a year  afterwards,  and 
Richard  became  immensely  popular.  He  followed  up  his  victory  by  relieving  the  besieged  Brest  and 
plundering  the  Flemish  naval  base  at  Sluys.  He  became  vocal  once  again  against  the  favorites  of  the  King  in 
Parliament  and  even  went  so  far  as  to  advocate  the  deposition  of  the  King  in  1387,  but  his  allies  were  not 
ready  to  go  thus  far.  He  ran  afoul  of  the  Duke  of  Lancaster,  John  of  Gaunt  (his  wife  made  insulting  remarks 
about  the  duke’s  third  wife,  who  had  been  his  concubine)  and,  when  the  duke  attacked  him  in  Parliament,  he 
replied  with  counter  accusations,  some  of  which  touched  the  King,  who  forced  him  to  apologize  publicly. 
Richard  made  matters  worse  by  arriving  late  for  the  Queen's  funeral  and  asking  leave  to  retire  early.  This  so 
offended  the  King  that  he  struck  Richard  with  his  cane  until  the  blood  flowed,  defiling  Westminster  Abbey. 
He  was  arrested  and  sent  to  the  Tower,  but  was  released  after  a week.  For  a time  he  became  reconciled  to  the 
King,  who  appointed  his  brother  Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  However,  in  the  stormy  Parliament  of  1397  he 
reproached  the  King  publicly  for  the  loss  of  Brest  and  Cherbourg  in  Normandy,  after  which  he  retired  to  his 
castle  at  Arundel.  He  apparently  entertained  there  the  Earls  of  Gloucester  and  Warwick,  and  this  was 
interpreted  as  a conspiracy  against  the  King.  He  and  others  were  invited  to  dine  with  the  King,  but  he 
refused.  One  who  accepted  was  immediately  arrested.  His  brother,  the  Archbishop,  advised  him  to 
surrender  and  told  him  that  the  King  had  promised  safety.  Richard  did  so,  but  was  arrested  at  once.  A 
royalist  Parliament  was  assembled,  which  tried  him  for  treason  and  condemned  him.  He  was  sentenced  to  be 
hanged,  drawn  and  quartered  as  a common  criminal,  but  the  King  commuted  it  to  beheading.  WURTS  claims 
that  the  executioner  was  his  own  son-in-law,  Duke  Thomas  Mowbray,  and  that  the  King  himself  was  present. 
However,  the  article  in  the  Dictionary  of  National  Biography  says  nothing  of  that,  but  only  that  Richard 
went  to  his  death  with  great  composure  and  begged  the  executioner  to  sharpen  his  axe  well,  so  that  a single 
blow  would  suffice.  He  was  considered  a martyr  by  the  people,  and  his  tomb  became  an  object  of  pilgrimages.

Of  the  two  I naturally  have  preferred  fitz  Brian,  to  distinguish  the 
family  from  the  FitzAlans.  Like  the  FitzAlans,  this  family  is  of  Breton  origin.

The  "fitz"  designated  in  strict  fashion  the  given  name  of  the  father,  which  tended  almost  exclusively  to 
alternate  between  Gerald  and  Maurice.  At  the  beginning  the  toponymic  de  Windsor  occurs,  but  it  was  not 
maintained.  The  family  might  also  be  designated  by  the  lordship  of  Offaly  that  they  acquired  in  Ireland. 
Ultimately,  however,  the  descendants  of  a later  Gerald  kept  the  patronymic  for  their  children  as  well  as  for 
themselves.

From  then  on,  he  was  again  and  again  involved  in  the  baronial  conspiracies,  and, 
at  the  time  of  Magna  Carta,  he  was  elected  leader  of  the  barons.  He  was  one  of  the  sureties  to  guarantee  the 
observance  of  the  charter.  When  King  John  tried  to  go  back  on  the  charter,  Robert  was  among  the  barons  who 
invited  the  Dauphin  (the  future  King  Louis  VIII)  to  take  the  throne  of  England,  but,  after  the  defeat  of  the 
barons  at  Lincoln,  he  had  to  submit.  As  so  many  other  rebel  barons  did,  he  went  on  crusade  and  took  part  in  the 
siege  of  Damietta  in  1218.

The  only  information  about  them  as  a family  that  I have  is  that  they  were  of  Norman  origin  and, 
after  the  Conquest,  acquired  the  lordship  of  Caister  in  Norfolk  and,  later  on,  Wendover  in  Buckinghamshire. 
I have  to  remark  that,  although  my  source  of  information  seems  to  be  the  Moriarty  manuscript,  which  is,  in 
general,  very  reliable,  I feel  less  sure  about  it  than  I usually  am  with  material  from  this  source.  This  was  a 
family  that  apparently  held  lands  on  both  sides  of  the  English  Channel,  so  that  it  is  unclear  whether  they 
should  be  considered  English  or  French,  Then,  there  is  a big  time  gap  between  the  probable  father  of  the  first 
English  landholder  and  his  son.  Two  of  the  marriages  are  with  very  prominent  French  families,  but  the 
identities  of  the  spouses  cannot  be  determined..

He  wanted  to  continue  to  appoint  his  own  men  to  the  important  bishoprics  as  counterweights  to  the  frequently 
rebellious  dukes,  whereas  the  popes,  especially  Pope  Gregory  VII,  wanted  no  interference  from  lay  authority 
in  the  appointment  of  bishops.  Heinrich  was  ultimately  excommunicated  and  his  vassals  were  freed  from 
their  feudal  oath.  The  Pope  was  preparing  to  come  to  Germany  to  take  a personal  hand  in  the  controversy,  but 
Heinrich  forestalled  him  at  Canossa  in  northern  Italv,  coming  to  the  Pope  in  penitent's  garb,  one  of  the  great 
dramatic  moments  of  Medieval  history.  By  this  manoeuver  Heinrich  obtained  the  imperial  crown  and 
victory  over  his  opponents  for  the  time  being.  Ultimately,  however,  his  enemies  succeeded  in  deposing  him  in 
1104,  two  years  before  his  death.

The  identity  of  the  parents  of  Theophano  is  a much  disputed  question  among  genealogists.  It  seems  fairly 
certain  that  she  belonged  to  a family  that  was  at  least  closely  related  to  Emperors  of  Constantinople.

Another  theory  made  her  the  daughter  of  Emperor  Ioannes  Tsimiskes.  A more  modest  theory  would  have  her 
a daughter  of  Konstantinos  Skleros  (son  of  Niketas)  and  Sophia,  dau.  of  Leo  Phokas  (son  of  Bardas,  son  of 
Nikephoros  Phokas).

The  name,  in  the  course  of  time,  became  pronounced  Pomfret  and  was  later 
given  to  the  town  of  New  Roxbury  in  northeastern  Connecticut,  where  some  of  our  ancestors  settled.

M.,  apparently  as  her 
third  husband,  MAUD,  dau.  and  heir  of  JAMES  DE  SAINT-HILAIRE  and  AVELINE,  and  widow  of  Earl  Roger 
de  Clare  of  Hertford  and  Earl  William  d'Aubigny  of  Arundel  and  Sussex.

Castle.  Roger  then  gathered  together  all  the  people  who  had  come  together  for  the  annual  fair  at  Chester 
and  set  out  for  Wales.  The  Welsh,  seeing  this  enormous  multitude  and  not  realizing  that  most  were  unarmed, 
raised  the  siege  and  fled.

For  most  of  the  period  we  are  dealing  with  the  Counts  of  Louvain  were  also  E>ukes  of  Brabant,  to  such 
an  extent  that  the  duchy  was  practically  hereditary  in  the  family.

1006,  but  this  would  only  have  been  by  way  of  temporary  replacement,  as  there  were  regular  counts  of  Bar  in  a 
different  family  at  this  same  general  time.  His  son  is  called  explicitly  "Under  Count  of  Bar,"  which  I would 
interpret  as  a kind  of  viscount,  a rank  that  does  not  otherwise  occur  in  the  Holy  Roman  Empire,  at  least  to  my 
knowledge.

M.  N.  N.  It 
does  not  seem  to  be  known  how  Sieur  Hugues  is  related  to  Adirne  de  Montdoubleau,  the  mother  of  Sieur  Ilbert 
Payen  de  Montdoubleau  (see  Chaworth,  part  2).  Perhaps  Hugues  had  two  daughters,  Adirne,  who  would 
have  inherited  the  castle,  and  another  whose  name  is  not  known.

MORTIMER  FAMILY. 

One  of  the  great  baronial  families  of  the  Welsh  marches.  Their  principal  residence  was  Wigmore 
Castle  in  Herefordshire,  located  practically  on  the  Welsh  border  in  the  northern  part  of  the  shire.  „ One 
member  of  the  family  engineered  the  deposition  and  murder  of  King  Edward  II  and  became  virtual  ruler  of 
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England  in  his  place  for  a short  time.  His  great  grandson,  on  the  other  hand,  was  the  legitimate  heir  to  the 
throne  after  the  deposition  of  King  Richard  II,  but  was  a minor  and  could  not  urge  his  claim.

Roger  fought  in  Wales  and  Gascony.  When  his  grandfather.  Prince  Llewellyn  ap  Iorwerth,  invaded  England, 
Roger  tried  to  oppose  him  but  was  beaten  and  taken  prisoner.  Because  of  the  relationship  Llewellyn  let  him 
go  free.  At  the  time  of  the  baronial  revolt  under  Simon  de  Montfort,  he  was  at  first  on  the  side  of  the  barons 
and  was  chosen  as  one  of  their  representatives.  However,  he  changed  sides.  In  the  Battle  of  Lewes  in  1264 
Roger  fled.  He  is  said  to  have  engineered  the  escape  of  Prince  Edward.  In  the  decisive  Battle  of  Evesham,  he 
commanded  the  rear  guard  on  the  Prince’s  side.

He  became  a ringleader  of  the  baronial  opposition  to  King 
Edward's  favorites,  the  Despensers  and  fled  from  them  to  France  with  Prince  Edward  and  King  Edward's 
queen.  When  the  Despensers  were  overthrown,  he  returned  in  triumph  and  was  created  Earl  of  March.  He 
then  engineered  the  deposition  of  the  King  and  his  murder.  For  a little  while,  until  the  new  King  Edward  III 
assumed  power,  he  and  the  Queen  were  supreme.  Afterwards,  however,  he  was  arrested,  convicted  of  regicide 
and  other  crimes  and  was  hanged.  His  son  is  said  to  have  called  his  father  the  :King  of  Folly."

The  Mowbrays  were  a cadet  branch  of  the  Aubignvs  of  Arundel. 

ROGER  DE  MOWBRAY  of  Axholme,  son  of  NIGEL  D’ AUBIGNY  and  GUNDRED  DE  GOURNAY.  B . 
ca.  1120.  D.  1188.  M.  ALICE,  dau.  of  Earl  WALTER  DE  GANT  and  MAUD  of  Richmond,  and  widow  of  Ilbert 
de  Lacy.  Roger  took  part  in  1138  in  an  expedition  to  Scotland  that  culminated  in  the  Battle  of  the  Standard. 
In  the  war  between  Stephen  of  Blois  and  Empress  Matilda,  he  supported  King  Stephen  and  was  taken  prisoner 
in  the  Battle  of  Lincoln  in  Feb.,  1140/1.  In  1147  he  took  part  in  the  2nd  Crusade.  In  1173  he  seems  to  have 
sided  with  King  Henry  II'  sons  in  their  rebellion  against  their  father.  He  had  returned  to  Jerusalem  in  1186 
and  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  disastrous  Battle  of  the  Horns  of  Hattin,  4 July,  1187.  He  was  ransomed  but  died 
in  1188,  before  he  could  return  home.

When  King  John  succeeded  his  brother  to  the  throne  in  1199,  William  was  tardy  about  pledging  his  allegiance 
and  finally  swore  fealty  under  the  condition  that  the  king  "render  to  every  man  his  rights."  Perhaps  because 
of  this  qualified  fidelity  King  John  deprived  William  of  the  Castle  of  Frontboeuf,  which  King  Henry  I had 
granted  to  William’s  great  grandfather,  Nigel  d'Aubigny.  When  the  baronial  war  against  King  John  broke 
out,  William  was  the  keeper  of  York  Castle  and  turned  it  over  to  the  Barons.  He  was  one  of  the  barons  who 
were  excommunicated  by  the  Pope  in  1215  for  violating  their  feudal  oath  of  fidelity  to  the  king.  He  was  one 
of  the  barons  who  became  sureties  for  the  observance  of  the  Magna  Carta.  After  King  John  died,  William 
continued  in  revolt  against  his  son.  King  Henry  III,  and  was  taken  prisoner  in  the  Battle  of  Lincoln.  As  a 
result,  his  lands  were  forfeited  and  granted  to  Earl  William  Marshall,  but  William  was  able  to  recover  them 
subsequently.

The  early  margraves  belonged  to  the  family  of  Haldensleben,  which  was  a castle  that  guarded  a ford  on  the 
River  Ohre  near  Magdeburg..

He  ultimately  became  embroiled  in  a war  with 
the  barons,  who  were  led  by  his  brother-in-law,  Simon  de  Montfort.  He  was  badly  defeated  at  Lewes  in  1264, 
but  was  reestablished  in  power  by  his  more  capable  son,  the  future  King  Edward,  by  his  victory  at  Evesham  in 
1265.

Edward  was  with  his  father,  King  Henry  III,  when  he  was  defeated  and  taken  prisoner  by  Simon  de  Montfort 
at  the  Battle  of  Lewes.  Their  immediate  captor  was  Earl  Gilbert  de  Clare,  whom  Prince  Edward  succeeded  in 
winning  over.  Together  they  won  over  enough  of  the  barons  so  as  to  be  able  to  face  Simon  and  defeat  him 
decisively  at  the  Battle  of  Evesham.  Afterwards,  Prince  Edward  went  off  on  crusade  to  the  Holy  Land  and 
was  still  there  in  1272,  when  his  father  died.  Nonetheless,  he  did  not  return  to  England  to  be  crowned  until 
1274.  As  a monarch,  he  was  a wise  ruler  and  legislator.  He  succeeded  in  annexing  Wales  to  the  kingdom  and 
made  valiant  efforts  to  assert  his  feudal  suzerainty  over  Scotland.  He  had  hoped  to  marry  the  Prince  of 
Wales  to  the  heiress  to  the  Scottish  throne,  who  was  then  living  in  Norway,  but  the  Maid  of  Norway  died  cn 
her  way  to  Scotland,  leaving  the  succession  an  object  of  fierce  dispute.  Edward  died  while  cn  expedition  into 
Scotland,  paving  the  way  for  his  son's  disastrous  defeat  at  the  Battle  of  Bannockburn.

Saher  was  one  of  the  sureties  for  the  observance  of  the  Magna  Carta,  which  he  is  said  to  have  helped  to 
write.  He  was  among  the  barons  who  persisted  in  their  rebellion  after  the  death  of  King  John  and  who  were 
defeated  by  Earl  William  Marshall.  All  his  lands  were  confiscated  but  were  restored  on  his  submission, 
which  came  fairly  quickly.  Like  John  de  Lacy,  he  also  went  off  at  once  on  crusade  and  took  part  in  the  Siege  of 
Damietta.  He  died  shortly  afterwards  while  on  his  way  to  Jerusalem.

SAVOY,  COUNTS  OF. 

Savoy  is  today  the  part  of  France  where  the  high  Alps  are  located,  Mont  Blanc,  the  highest  summit 
of  Europe  outside  of  the  Caucasus,  the  Mer  de  Glace,  Chamonix  and  other  places  dear  to  the  mountaineer. 
However,  although  its  language  was  French,  the  county  did  not  become  part  of  France  until  1860.  When  the 
Carolingian  Empire  was  divided  by  the  Peace  of  Verdun  in  843,  Savoy,  along  with  the  rest  of  what  is  now 
eastern  France,  the  Low  Countries,  Switzerland  and  Italy,  was  assigned  to  Emperor  Lothar,  whose  kingdom 
was  ultimately  joined  to  Germany  as  the  Holy  Roman  Empire.  In  the  course  of  time,  the  Counts  of  Savoy 
married  the  heiress  of  Piemonte  in  Italy,  acquired  Sardinia  and  the  title  of  Kings  and  finally  reigned  over 
the  united  Italy.  The  loss  of  their  county  of  origin  was  the  price  they  had  to  pay  to  France  for  permission  to 
take  over  the  Papal  States,  which  France  was  protecting.

This  was  apparently  because  his 
grandfather  and  father  were  English  earls,  but  the  English  kings  interpreted  this  as  a submission  of  Scotland 
to  their  own  feudal  supremacy.  When  the  throne  of  Scotland  became  vacant  at  the  end  of  the  13th  century. 
King  Edward  I of  England  intervened  and  recognized  one  of  the  claimants  to  the  throne  as  king.  When  the 
Scotsmen  objected,  war  was  the  result  until  the  English  were  decisively  defeated  at  Bannockburn  by  King 
Robert  Bruce  in  1314,  after  which  there  were  no  more  claims  of  feudal  supremacy.

The  first  certain  progenitor  was  a count  in  the  German-speaking  part  of  the  Italian 
Tyrol. 

SIEGFRIED  VON  SPONHEIM,  Count  in  the  Lavantthal  and  Pusterthal,  thought  to  be  a son  of  Count 
Eberhard  of  Loeben  (d.  ca.  1023)  and  Hedwig,  foundress  of  the  Monastery  of  Schwabenheim-bei-Kreuznach). 
D.  Bulgaria,  7 Feb.,  1065.  M.  by  1023,  RICHARDIS,  dau.  of  ENGELBERT,  Count  in  the  Pusterthal,  and 
LIUTGARDE  of  Istria.  Siegfried  died  while  returning  from  a pilgrimage  to  Jerusalem. 

Count  Eberhard,  father  of  Count  Siegfried,  is  said  by  Turton  to  be  son  of  Count  Aribo  IV  of  Loeben  (d. 
ca.  973;  m.  Guntperga  N.),  son  of  Count  Aribo  III  of  Loeben,  son  of  Count  Ottokar  I of  Loeben  (d.  925),  son  of 
Count  Aribo  I of  Loeben  (d.  906),  son  of  Margrave  Ernst  II  of  Nordgau  (d.  889;  m.  Adelheid  N.),  son  of  Margrave 
Ernst  I of  Nordgau  (d.  865;  m.  Fredelburga,  supposed  to  be  dau.  of  Emperor  Louis  I the  Pious). 
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Hedwig,  mother  of  Count  Siegfried,  was  perhaps  the  dau.  of  Eberhard  IV,  Count  in  the  Thurgau  (d.  8 
Feb.,  1041;  m.  Hedwig  N.),  son  of  Mangold  I,  Count  in  the  Thurgau  (d.  28  May,  991;  advocate  of  the  Monastery 
of  Einsiedeln),  son  of  Eberhard  III,  Count  in  the  Thurgau  (d.  995,  after  becoming  a monk  in  975),  son  of  Eberhard 
II,  Count  in  the  Ziirichgau  (occurs  903  and  929;  m.  Gisela  N.),  perh.  son  of  Adalbert  III,  Count  in  the  Ziirichgau 
(d.  911),  son  of  Adalbert  II,  Count  in  the  Thurgau,  the  Scherragau,  the  Schwarzwald-Alpgau  and  the  Hegau 
(occurs  860;  d.  6 June,  ca.  905;  m.  Jutta,  dau.  of  Margrave  Eberhard  of  Friuli),  son  of  Adalbert  I,  Count  in  the 
Hegau  and  Rhaetia  (d.  ca.  860),  son  of  Hunfrid,  Count  in  Istria  and  Rhaetia  (occurs  814;  d.  ca.  830;  served  as 
imperial  legate  in  Corsica;  founder  of  the  Monastery  of  Schannis),  perhaps  son  of  Isenbard,  Master  of  the 
Palace,  perh.  son  of  Warin,  Count  in  the  Thurgau  (occurs  754-772;  d.

Engelbert  served  as  Margrave 
of  Istria,  1107-1123,  and  as  Duke  of  Carinthia,  1124-1135. 

MATHILDE  VON  SPONHEIM,  dau.  of  Duke  ENGELBERT  II  and  UTA  of  Passau.  D.  13  Dec.,  1160  or 
1161.  M.  1123,  Count  THIBAUD  IV  of  Blois  and  Champagne,  son  of  Count  ETIENNE  of  Blois  and  ADELE  of 
England,  and  had  ALIX  of  Champagne,  mother  of  King  PHILIPPE  II  of  France,  father  of  King  LOUIS  VIII  of 
France,  father  of  King  LOUIS  IX  of  France,  father  of  King  PHILIPPE  III  of  France,  father  of  MARGUERITE  of 
France,  mother  of  Earl  THOMAS  (Plantagenet)  of  Norfolk,  father  of  Duchess  MARGARET  (Plantagenet)  of 
Norfolk,  mother  of  Baroness  ELIZABETH  DE  SEGRAVE,  mother  of  Duke  THOMAS  MOWBRAY  of  Norfolk, 
father  of  ISABEL  MOWBRAY,  mother  of  MAURICE  BERKELEY  V,  father  of  ANNE  BERKELEY,  mother  of 
ISABEL  DENNIS,  mother  of  ELIZABETH  BERKELEY,  mother  of  ELIZABETH  LYGON,  mother  of  JANE 
BASSET,  mother  of  FRANCES  DEIGHTON. 


STAFFORD  OF  GRAFTON. 

This  Stafford  family  is  almost  certainly  a cadet  branch  of  the  Stafford  of  Stafford  family,  but  there 
is  apparently  some  uncertainty  about  the  precise  connection. 

Sir  WILLIAM  STAFFORD  of  Bramshall  and  Amblecote,  co.  Stafford,  prob.  son  of  Robert  de  Stafford 
and  Alice  Corbet.  D.  1318.  M.  N.  N.  William  served  five  times  as  member  of  Parliament  for  Staffordshire 
btw.  1290  and  1313.  He  was  knighted  aft.  1313. 

Sir  JOHN  STAFFORD  of  Amblecote  and  Bramshall,  son  of  WILLIAM  and  N.  N.  D.  aft.  1361.  M.  (2) 
1341/2,  MARGARET,  dau.  of  Earl  RALPH  DE  STAFFORD  and  MARGARET  DE  AUDLEY.  John  served  as 
member  of  Parliament  for  Staffordshire  in  1338/9  and  1340.  He  was  knighted  aft.  1340.  I had  a serious 
question  in  my  mind  about  the  identity  of  John's  mother-in-law.  Earl  Ralph  married  twice,  the  second 
marriage  occurring  in  1336,  which  would  make  Margaret  only  5 or  6 years  old  when  she  married  John. 
However,  all  the  authorities  assign  Margaret  to  the  Earl  Ralph's  second  wife  and  specify  her  as  his  fourth 
daughter,  whose  birth  must  have  followed  those  of  other  daughters  that  were  surely  offspring  of  the  second 
wife.  Furthermore,  Earl  Ralph  is  known  to  have  married  his  son,  Ralph,  to  Maud  Plantagenet,  daughter  of 
Duke  Henry  of  Lancaster,  when  she  was  only  6 years  of  age. 

RALPH  STAFFORD  of  Grafton,  co.  Worcester,  son  of  JOHN  and  MARGARET  DE  STAFFORD.  D.  1 
Mar.,  1410.  M.  MAUD,  dau.  and  heir  of  Sir  JOHN  HASTANG  of  Grafton,  co.  Worcester,  Leamington,  co. 
Warwick,  and  Chebsey,  co.  Stafford.  Ralph  was  Steward  of  the  Household  to  King  Edward  III.  He  also 
served  as  member  of  Parliament  for  Worcestershire  in  1382/3,  1384  and  1400/1,  and  for  Staffordshire  in  1403.

He 
also  served  as  a commissioner  for  Worcestershire  to  raise  a loan  for  the  King  in  1436  and  later  on  as  the  King's 
Lieutenant  for  Calais.  A Sir  Humphrey  Stafford  was  the  defendant  in  a De  Banco  suit  in  1467,  but  I wonder 
whether  he  might  not  have  been  Humphrey's  son. 

Sir  HUMPHREY  STAFFORD  III  of  Grafton,  son  of  HUMPHREY  II  and  ELEANOR  AYLESBURY. 
Executed  at  Tyburn,  8 July,  1486.  M.  CATHERINE,  dau.  of  Sir  JOHN  FRAY,  Chief  Baron  of  the  Exchequer,  and 
N.  N.  My  sources  do  not  give  the  reason  for  Humphrey's  execution,  which  took  place  not  long  after  Henry 
VII's  victory  at  Bos  worth  Field  and  his  usurpation  of  the  English  throne.  I suspect  that  Humphrey  may  have 
sided  with  King  Richard  III  and  may  even  have  been  involved  in  a plot  against  Henry  VII,  who,  however, 
was  guilty  of  many  judicial  murders  against  his  enemies.

The  early  lords  of  Stafford  Castle  were  a branch  of  the  Toeni  family.  On  the  failure  of  a male  heir, 
the  castle  and  its  name  passed  to  the  Bagots.

ANCESTORS  OF  GOVERNOR  THOMAS  DUDLEY 


Governor  Thomas  was  an  ancestor  of  Ethel  Myra  Jaynes.  Therefore,  his  ancestors  are  officially,  so  to 
speak,  ancestors  only  of  the  first  three  children  of  Dr.  Donald  Macomber.  However,  there  was  a Francis 
Dudley  among  the  ancestors  of  Uleyetta  Williams,  Donald  Macomber's  mother,  and  it  is  virtually  certain 
that  many  of  the  ancestors  of  Governor  Thomas  were  also  ancestors  of  Francis  as  well.  The  question  is  how 
many. 

The  most  solidly  established  pedigree  that  reaches  as  far  as  Governor  Thomas  concerns  his  mother, 
Susanna  Thome.  I consider  it  just  possible  that  she  may  have  been  the  paternal  grandmother  of  Francis,  in 
other  words,  that  Francis  may  have  been  a nephew  of  Governor  Thomas  Dudley.  My  reason  for  thinking  so  is 
the  treatment  that  was  accorded  Francis'  son,  Judge  Samuel  Dudley,  who  removed  from  Concord  to  Sutton, 
Massachusetts,  and  became  the  largest  landowner  and  virtual  squire  of  the  town.  Such  a rise  in  status  and 
fortune  would  be  inexplicable,  it  seems  to  me,  if  he  had  not  received  assistance  from  the  principal  proprietors 
of  the  new  town,  who  were  Governor  Thomas'  son.  Governor  Joseph  Dudley,  and  his  grandson,  Paul  Dudley.  I 
would  find  it  incredible  that  two  such  powerful  and  wealthy  men  would  take  such  an  interest  in  a young  man 
unless  he  were  fairly  closely  related  to  them  by  blood.  If  Francis  had  been  a nephew  of  Governor  Thomas, 
then  he  would  have  been  a first  cousin  Governor  Joseph,  and  young  Samuel  would  have  been  a second  cousin  of 
Paul.  With  such  a relationship  their  patronage  of  Samuel  would  have  been  understandable.  But  if  we 
suppose  that  the  common  Dudley  ancestor  to  Governor  Thomas  and  Francis  was  not  Thomas'  father,  but  only 
his  grandfather,  then  the  relationship  of  Samuel  to  Governor  Joseph  would  have  been  that  of  second  cousin 
once  removed,  which  would  have  been  the  relationship,  for  example,  of  Dr.  Donald  Macomber  to  Colonel 
Maxwell  Emerson,  still  a possible  basis  for  the  patronage,  but  a bit  less  likely.  And  to  push  the  hypothetical 
common  ancestor  an  added  generation  back  to  Governor  Thomas'  great  grandfather,  it  seems  to  me,  would  make 
the  relationship  improbably  remote.  My  conclusion,  therefore,  is  that  the  ancestors  of  Governor  Thomas 
Dudley's  paternal  grandparents  are  in  all  probability  ancestors  also  of  Francis  Dudley  of  Concord  and  that 
the  ancestors  of  Thomas'  parents  may  possibly  also  be  common  to  Francis. 

The  descent  from  Governor  Thomas  Dudley  to  Ethel  Myra  Jaynes  is  as  follows:  THOMAS  DUDLEY 
was  the  father  of  the  Rev.  SAMUEL  DUDLEY,  the  father  of  STEPHEN  DUDLEY,  the  father  of  JAMES 
DUDLEY,  the  father  of  SAMUEL  DUDLEY  II,  the  father  of  MARY  DUDLEY,  who  married  John  Haines,  Jr., 
the  father  of  Capt.  PETER  HAINES,  the  father  of  FRANCIS  FULLER  HAINES,  the  father  of  FRANCIS 
GREENLEAF  HAYNES,  the  father  of  HELEN  NEIL  HAYNES,  who  married  the  Rev.  Julian  Clifford  Jaynes 
and  had  ETHEL  MYRA  JAYNES. 

I should  make  two  remarks  about  the  ancestors  of  Governor  Thomas  Dudley  that  follow.  In  general,  I 
have  followed  the  same  format  as  in  Parts  1,  2 and  3.  However,  one  of  his  direct  ancestors.  Sir  John  Sutton  IV 
of  Dudley,  is  said  by  one  source  to  have  married  Alice,  dau.  of  Sir  Philip  Despenser  of  Carlington,  but  another 
source  says  that  his  wife  was  named  Joan  or  Jane.  The  ancestry  of  Sir  Philip  is  both  extensive  and  interesting. 
The  families  are  too  numerous  and  extensive  to  record  them  in  parentheses,  as  I have  done  for  other  doubtful 
connections.  Consequently,  I have  detailed  them,  family  by  family,  indicating  the  doubt  in  their  regard  by 
using  lower  case  letters  for  the  names  of  the  family  members.  The  families  in  question  are  the  Bardolf, 
Cobham,  Craon,  Deincourt,  Despenser,  Lovel,  Periton,  Ros,  Tibetot,  Vaux  and  Welle  families. 

Secondly,  I do  not  give  all  the  ancestors  indicated  in  my  notes  for  Doha  Sancha  de  Ayala,  but  only  a 
sample  of  them.  The  full  story  is  very  extensive  and  full  of  question  marks.  I have  mislaid,  to  start  with,  my 
best  notes  on  the  pedigrees  in  question  and  would  have  to  limit  myself  to  an  abstract  of  them.  Secondly,  I find 
numerous  discontinuities  in  the  sequences  of  patronymics  that  I cannot  explain.  Finally,  my  sources  apparently 
lack  dates,  which  are  really  necessary  for  solid  genealogies.  Hence  I limit  myself  to  the  few  ancestors  I trust 
are  certain  and  give  a hint  only  of  what  is  said  to  lie  beyond  them.

Munchensey.  Robert  was  the  tenant  of  Pentney  in  1086.  He  was  a benefactor  of  the  Monastery  of  St.  Evroult. 

Robert  de  Vaux  III  of  Pentney,  son  of  Robert  II  and  N.  fde  Munchensey).  M.  Agnes  N.  Robert  founded 
Pentney  Priory  during  the  reign  of  King  Henry  I.  He  is  called  a benefactor  of  Castle  Acre,  which  might  imply 
that  he  was  a crusader. 

William  de  Vaux  of  Pentney,  son  of  Robert  III  and  Agnes  N.  Occurs  1150.  M.  N.  N.

M.  ca.  1212,  Petronel,  dau.  of  Guy  de  Craon  and  Isabel  Basset. 

Sir  John  de  Vaux  of  Pentney  and  Freston,  son  of  Oliver  de  Vaux  and  Petronel  de  Craon.  D.  1287.  M. 
Sibyl  N.  John  also  held  Wisset,  co.  Leicester,  and  Tharston.  He  served  as  Sheriff  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  in 
1265,  as  Justice  Itinerant  for  Yorkshire,  Lincolnshire  and  Nottinghamshire,  1280-1282,  and  Steward  of 
Aquitaine  in  1282/3.

Lincoln,  and  had  Agnes  de  Ros,  mother  of  Lord  John  de 
Tibetot,  father  of  Lord  Robert  de  Tibetot  II,  father  of  Elizabeth  de  Tibetot,  mother  of  Alice  Despenser, 
claimed  mother  of  Sir  JOHN  SUTTON  V,  father  of  Lord  JOHN  SUTTON  VI,  father  of  JOHN  DUDLEY  I of 
Atherington,  father  of  Sir  EDMUND  DUDLEY,  the  Speaker,  father  of  SIMON  DUDLEY,  father  of  JOHN

Vernon  would  have  been  the  name  of  a castle  in  Normandy,  to  be  distinguished  from  Verdon.  Members 
of  the  family  frequently  bore  the  name  de  Reviers  or  used  both  names  at  different  times. 

HUGUES,  Sieur  DE  VERNON.  Occurs  1053.  He  is  thought  to  have  married  a daughter  of  Sieur  Roger 
de  Vernon  and  N,  dau.  of  Osmund  de  Gaenville.  He  died  as  a monk  of  the  Monastery  of  Ste.  Wandrille.
